NAME. 

X IIEBE are so many opiaionswitb regard 
to the derivation of the name of Peterhead, 
that it would be difficult to determine which 
of them is the most authentic. We shall 
here enumerate the different etymologies 
that have been given of it, that our readers 
may judge for themselves as to the probabi*- 
lity of one or other of them. 

In the first place, it is ^aid to be derived 
from B, promontory, upon which part of the 
town at present stands, which, it is sup« 
posed, had been dedicated to the Apostle 
Peter. Secondly the Greek word Uer^g, and 
the Prench .word pierri^ each signifying a 
rock, and the town having that for its foun^ 
dation, either of them may have given rise 
to the name. In the third place, it is sup- 
posed to be derived from a Highland Chiefs

tain of the name of Peter, who lost his head 
in an attempt to rot^ €io4 plunder the parish : 
to substantiate this opinion, there is a farm 
near Peterhead called Aughtygall, which in 
the Gaelic is said to signify the place where 
the Highlanders made a stand ; and Cairn- 
gall, in Longside parish, is said in the same 
language to signify the place of an encamp- 
ment. It was formerly called Keith-inch, 
but that name is now given only to a small 
portjoh of the towq, which was tbrmerly se- 
parated from the mainland, but connected 
"with it since the formation of the South Har- 
bour.* In the year 1503 it obtained a char- 
ter as a 3urgh of Barony, (see Appendix), 
by the imme and title of Peterhead, which 
name i% has since retained.

ERECTION. 

. The town of Peterhead tvas fonned into A 
Slirgh of Sardny by George Keith, Earl 
Marisohail/ iti 1^3.; it was then called 
Kekh^iiiob^ The |»e:ninaiiia on which it 
is situated bdoiigad on^naHy to the Abbey 
ofDeeh III 15^0, Queen Mary appoiii ted 
B/bhett Keith, ,ion of Williaen, fourth Edrl 
Marisehail^ G^friaidndator of Deer} iii ISST, 
Jamea VL created this Robert a Peel*^ hy the 
tide of Lord Altree^ «nd converted the Ab-^ 
b«y lands into a temporary L6rd€bif)i, in his 
£sivour ; the Peerage becoming extinct, the 
Abbey lands devolved to Earl MarischalL In 
the year 1657| William, sixth £at*l Matis- 
<^alK obtained a new charter frool the 
Crowa of thfe Abbey lands, besides the tithes^ 
great itad araall, of the parish of Peterhead^ 
the parsonage of the ffaor'cb^ salmofi and 
white iishtng. After the forfeiture df Earl 
MarischaiU in 17 15, the town, with the laodsi 
faeknigiug to tbdt family in the paHsh^ were 
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I bought by a Fishing Company in England; 

I which failing in 1726, sold the town and 
these lands to the Governors of the Merchant 
Maiden Hospital, Edinburgh, for L.3,000 
sterling. The rental at that time amounted 
to 191 bolls of bear, 199 bolls of meal, 2 
bolls of oats, and L.80 sterling of money, 
besides the feu duty for property in Peter- 
bead. The Governors let these lands for 
L.245 yearly, at which rent they continued 
for 64 years. About 40 years ago the Go- 
vernors offered their property in this parish 
for sale, when it was purchased by the kte 
Mr. Garden of Troup, M. P. for L. 10,000, 
who» thinking the price high; had some tiine 
to consider of it, with an option to relinquish 
the bargain if he thought proper, which he 
did at the end of the period agreed on, to 
the great satisfaction of one of the Gover- 
nors, who had never approved of the bar- 
gain, and who, on putting the resignation 
into the charter chest, marked on the back 
of it, a '* miraculous escape;'' and so it turned 
out, for in 1775 the rent was raised to L.870, 
in 1794 to L.1040, and at^ present it is 
L.2000, exclusive of the money which tlie 
Governors are annually receiving for the 
ground that is feued for building, whicfaf 
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aiaooii& to a ccmsiderable sum. The duoi* 
berxif feuars to whom the origioal charter 
was granted was only 14, the ground feued 
to them amounted to ahout 3 acres; Ibe 
purchase money was 3000 merks, with L.7 
lls« Scotch, for mail, pr feu duty. The 
ortgitial feus were laid. of£ from. Fish lane to* 
wards Brook lane ; 9gaia from Fish lane 
towards Fort Hendry lane; and. from Port 
Hendry lane towards Crooked lai^, aod 
Park lane ; from Park lane towards Flyin- 
gig's wynd,. and from Flyingig's wynd to- 
wards IJnicM) street : the rest appear to have 
been on the Quinzie,* or Keith-inch* The 
earliest feus, after the. original, were built in 
1616, in the South side of the Broadgate. 
For further particulars reacting the origi- 
nal feus, see the charter granted by the 
Earl Marischall to the first 14 feuars, and 
the contract between the Governors of the 
Merchant Maiden Hospital and the feuars^ 
in the Appendi3u 

HARBOURS. 

There are two harbours, the North and 
South. The North harbour was formerly

oeeasiontilly^ winter in it. There is 1 1 feet 
water st high water, spring tidesi : the ^han- 
tiel is Very Mrrow. The basin 6f the South 
harboitr contains .S aeres, its depth i» 14 feet, 
at high Wdter, spring tides : the bottom i^ 
nearly level; there beiftgortly 3 feet difference 
between the channel and the upper part of 
the harbour. The basin originally contained 
only half an acre-; it wds secured by a small 
(|uay to the Sdath, and the vessels lay in a 
sandy bight under shelter of it. About 80 
years ago, during a violent gale, a herring 
buss that was then in the. harbour having 
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bwke Ickjse from her moorings, w«3 4riven 
upon the rocks wfaere tbo West quay is oow 
omcted, and quarried them up as she went 
along : this £ir»t gsiv« rise to the idea of 
deqxming the harbour, which w«s imme'* 
diAtely commeooed, and the West pier soon 
a£b9r huilt : ahout this time the mound was 
raised, which eonnects the Keith*inch with 
the town. The vessels increasing in size and 
ittmtter, it was found ueeessary to hf^ve 
^ometbing material done towards eolarg^ng 
the harbour I but as the town had not fvmdB 
of its own adequate to th^ undertaking* they 
made &^i<^tion to Government, ^d al»> 
to jtbe Gof ermm of the Merchant Maiden 
Hospilal; they also reoeived contributions 
from aeveml individuals, the whole amount- 
ing to JU4000. The fo\ijndation stone of the 
Sotfth pi«r was laid in July, 1774, by George,. 
Earl x>f£rrol, and was finished in 1761 ; the 
West pier was begun in 1782, and was not 
completely finished till 1813, The harbour 
has been much improved by the erecti(»i of 
these quays, «$peeially the South one. The 
emtside of the old iSoutb quay, whioh was 
opposed to the sea, was of a convex form, 
so tb«t if ve<»$els attempted to take the har- 
bour with aS.E. wind, they were generally

thrown' in at the back of the West pier, and 
wrecked. The form of the present South 
quay is the reverse of the old one, being 
convex towards the sea, which is undoubt* 
edly the most proper plan, as there has not 
been an instance since it was built of a vessel 
being put past the mouth of the harbour, un*-^ 
less she had been previously rendered ungo- 
vernable ; but on the contrary, we have often 
had the pleasure of seeing vessels make the 
harbour, when, according to all probability, 
the thing was deemed next to impossible. 
The length of this quay is 480 feet, greatest 
breadth 42 feet, height from the base to the 
top of the parapet 40 feet. The extreme length 
of the West quay is 653 feet, the length of 
the parapet 325 feet, the height from the 
base to tlie top of the parapet 26 feet, the 
breadth of the entrance between the piers is 
90 feet- The principal defect in the South 
quay is owing to its having been built of too 
small stones, and part of the West end of it 
not being founded upon the solid rock ; the 
hearting or packing of it is also very indif* 
ferent. A jetty, or small quay, was erected 
nearly at right angles to it, which stood but 
a very short time, being all demolished in 
the course of one tide; and the whole of the

materials of which it was* composed 'were 
thrown into the channel^ which decreased 
its depth of water at least 6 feet : this hap- 
pened in 1783, apd although there were a 
number of people employed every stream 
ebb, yet so slow was the progress, that in 
1793 there were not above 200 tons got up. 
In January, 1793, the South quay received 
considerable damage ; the tide being higher 
than usual, and the wind blowing in; a direc- 
tion that threw the waves upon the centre 
of the quay, in one tide upwards of 300 tons 
of the pavement and cribs were thrown into 
the harbour; and as the breach was once 
made, the whole of the quay very narrowly 
escaped being demolished. Upon this four 
Commissioners were appointed, with full 
powers to use their utmost exertions in order 
to get the back of the quay properly secured. 
This Committee appointed Mr. James Ar- 
buthnot, jun. to act as Engineer: Mr. 
Arbuthnot made a complete alteration in the 
machinery which was formerly used about 
the harbour, and also invented several ma- 
chines, which were found both useful and 
economical. We shall now endeavour to 
prove what has been before asserted, with 
regard to the quantity of stones taken out of

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the channel, which in the course of 10 y^are 
did not amount to 200 tons, although there 
were at times upwards of 30 men employed* 
In the 6 fbliowing years there wfere ohiy 8 
men employed , and often hut 4 or 6^ and 
the following is an actount of the wotk donfe

Al^rge 
mound has been formed alqng the £ast side 
of the North bay, with the rahbish ts^ken 
out of the harbour, upon which sei^eral tim- 
bef^yards have been erected, which are let 
by the town to individuals, and bring pretty 
tolerable rents : tho :9IPMn4 bas lately been 
fronted with stones ; the length of it is 500 
teetc 

The cut which is meant to open a comr 
tnunication between the North and South 
harbours is considerably advanced, and it 
might be finished in a very short time, if 
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the price of ballast were to be raised to 2s. 
(3d. j>er ton, and none allowed to be taken 
out of any other place about the town, until 
it were completely excavated : and as the 
Commissioners have power to raise the shore- 
dues and rates of anchorage much higher 
than they are at present, such a measure, if 
adopted, might enable them to raise funds 
sufficient, in time, to make the harbour of 
Peterhead one of the best ports on this coast, 
a$ it possesses local advantages superior to 
any other: in the first place, the materials^ 
are at hand, and in the greatest plenty ; in 
the second place, instead of having horses 
and rail- ways, the stones can be raised and 
transported, by lighters, to the places wh^re 
they are wanted, of any size, from 5 tons to 
200, at one-tenth of the price usually paid 
•for such an undertaking. 



BUILDINGS. 

A great increase of buildings has taken 
place during the last 40 years. The houses 
are built of granite, which exhibits a most 
beautiful appearance when the sun shines in 
the front of them. The Peterhead granite 
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is composed of quartz, shorl, and feldtspar : 
the chrystals are large, and similar to: the 
Egyptian ; the feJdtspar has a reflection si- 
milar to the diamond, which gives the gra- 
nite that brilliant appearance before-men- 
tioned. There are about 640 houses in the 
town; they have in general a neat appear* 
ance ;.i«*tho9e that have been built Jately 
are generally of hewn granite, and add 
much to the beauty of the place. Of the 
public buildings, the principal is the Town* 
house, whicbf togetlier with its spire, is alt 
of hewn granite : it was built from a plan ojT 
Mr. Baxtier, architect; it is a very elegant 
building, and a great ornament to the town ; 
the length of it is 60 feet, breadth 40-;-the 
height of the spire is 125 feet; it contains a 
clock and bell, both of excel leqt quality and 
workmanship. The lower flpor is occupied 
as a market-^iace*— the second i^ dedicated 
to one of the most important purposes in so* 
ciety, the education of the rising generation, 
and affords two excellent School-rooms — the 
third floor contains two elegant halls, and an 
anti-room, which are used on public occa- 
sions. The site of this building is on a con- 
siderable elevation, nearly in the centre of 
the town, and commands a fine prospect of 
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the Germaa ocean^ and surroondiiig coun- 
try : the expence of building it was L^OO, 
but it could not be erected now for double 
that sum. The next public building which 
claims our attention is the Church, which is 
situated at the entrance of the town from 
the West, which is hence called the Kirk- 
town : it is a very substantial building, and 
hm an elegant spire 118 feet high; besides 
the Session's room, and vestry, it will con- 
tain about SOOO persons. The Episcopal 
Chapel is a very fine building, but, owing 
t^ its ^tuation, it has very little appear- 
ance at a distance; the front is in the 
Gothic style, and has a beautiful effect : 
this Chapel contains a very fine toned or- 
gan, and is elegantly fitted up inside, and 
&ies great credit to the skill of the archi- 
tects— about 800 persons may be accommo* 
dated in it. There are also two Seeeder 
Meeting*hQuses, a Burgher and an Anti- 
burgher; they are both neat bwidings, and 
well adapted for the purposes to which they 
are dedicated. 

A great increase in the value of the 
ground feued for building has taken place 
since the original charter was granted in 
1593: by iU we find that the ground 
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(hen feuedy sold at the rate of L.50 per acre; 
ki 1766, it was raised to L.128 ; and about 
20 years afterwards to L.240 ; and at pre« 
sient it is L.640 : and in jsotne particular si« 
taatkms^ upwards of Ij.2000 per acre has 
been obtained. 



BATTERIES. 

There are two Batteries here, one called 
the Meikle^ and the other the Little Battery. 
Tiie Meikle Battery is situated so that it 
oommands the entrance to the South bay» 
and consequently the harbour. It was 
erected about 1780 : it is in the form of a 
iMilf moon, and mounts four 18-pounders^ 
and four 13-poutiders. Close by this Battery 
formerly stood a castle, once the property 
of Earl Mcmschall ; this was very property 
pulled down a few years ago, being in ia 
ruinous state. As this Battery did not com- 
mand the North bay, a small one, com* 
manding the entrance of it, was erected 
dbout 1784, to which guns ^9e oocaMonally 
reiftoved from tbe Meikle Battery. Soon 
after the erection of these Batteries^ a ckr- 
cumstance occurred t%tat enabled the i»ha« 
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bitants to appreciate their value : a noted 
privateer, commanded by one Daniel FalU 
that had infested the coast for some time, 
came into the South bay, in chase of several 
vessels; upon this the battery opened on 
him, when he was obliged to sheer off, after 
receiving considerable damage. Upon the 
hite of the Meikle Battery formerly stood a 
small Fort, mounted with seven brass can- 
non, which vvere taken out of the St Mi- 
chael, one of the Spanish Armada, which 
was wrecked upon this coast : some guns of 
a smaller size, which belonged to this vessel, 
were mounted upon the Tol booth- gre^n in 
1715, for the defence of the interior of 
the town. They were afterwards removed 
to London, Government granting a receipt 
ibr the same, and in lieu of them sent the 
guns now in the Meikle Battery, with plenty 
of ammunition, and other necessary stores. 



WATER. 

There are no soft water springs in the 
town, which is a very great inconvenience, 
particularly for domestic purposes. For 
washing, the inhabitants are obliged eith^ > 
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to use the water which falls from the eaves 
of the houses, or to go to a considerable dis- 
tance before they can procure it fit for that 
purpose : the water used for tea is brought 
from a well near the Manse, which is hence 
called the tea-well-«»it contains sulphate of 
lirne^ A green has lately been laid out near 
the town, for the purposes of washing and 
bleaching, the water there being found very 
proper for that use. The whole of the 
springs in the town contain muriate of soda, 
*" and a small quantity of iron* As the hard- 
ness of the water renders it unfit for wash- 
ing, it is only used for baking and brewing. 
The beer brewed in Peterhead is of a supe- 
rior quality to what is found in most other 
places; considerable quantities were for- 
merly exported, and so great was the fame 
of it, that some of the taverns in Edinburgh 
exhibited on their signs ^' Peterhead Beer and 
Ale sold here :" very few of the inhabitants 
brew their own beer, being supplied from 
the Breweries, of which there are two in the 
town, and one at Inverugie, about 3 miles 
distant. Whether it is owing to the quality 
of the water, or to what other cause it is to 
be attributed we cannot determine, but the 
Peterhead breads as welt as the beer, have

ftartioularly attended to by tlie b^rs of 
Psterhiead.

the tnde and thippifig: of Beterhead hair« 
made aomt antatb^y iftpMiadvadfitt withiii 
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these few years past ; and as they haye been 
the means of bringing it to the flourishing 
state in which it is at present, they deserve 
particular attention. About the year 1650 
there was only one vessel, of i20 tons, belong- 
ing to this port; in 1720 there were only 
three small vessels!; but in 1793, there were 
26, from 40 to 200 tons burden : and at pre- 
sent there are 80, from 40 to upwards of 
400 tons. / They have been much improved 
of late, both as to the mould and strength of 
them : there are not finer built vessels ;ifa. 
Britain than those of Peterhead; in conse<- 
quence of which they get freights in pre-^ 
ference to others ; and it is in a great oiea* 
sure owing to this, that they have been so- 
successful a^t the Greenland Whale Fishery, 
as they can, yenture among the ice, and 
make their fislung.good*.. when other vessels 
of a more slender build are d>Uged to keep 
aloof. There are at present no less than 
nine vessels on the slips, a number, we be- 
lieve, unprecedented, if the population of the 
place be considered. Formerly there was a 
considerable trade with America; of late it 
has been chiefly confined to the Baltic and 
the Mediterranean : there is one vessel which 
is intended for the West India trade ; she 
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is copper fastened^ and measures 404 tons^ 
but will carry upwards of 600. A consi^ 
derable number of vessels are employed in 
the Baltic trade : the Greenland ships have 
gone out to the Baltic for several years-~they 
sail about the latter end of August : they 
are generally freighted for London, or some 
of the King's dock-*yards. The vessels in the 
Mediterranean trade, like those trading to 
the Baltic, are freighted to other places; 
none of them bring their cargoes to Peter- 
bead. The London trade is mostly carried 
on by BanQ* vessels, which take in goods and 
passengers for Peterhead, Fraserburgh^ and 
Banff; there is generally a vessel here for 
London every two or three weeks. Peter- 
head vessels: occasionally trade to LiOndon^ 
but not regularly, neither are any of them 
fitted up for passengers^ The exports to 
London are chiefly whale oil, grain, butter, 
cheese, eggs, and pork; the imports are gro- 
eery goods, . staves, and hoops, porter, &c. 
A considerable proportion of the whale oil is 
exported to Glasgow. Great quantities of 
grain are annually exported to various parts 
of Scotland and England. Cast metal is 
imported from Carron and Aberdeen ; the 
quantity* i$ pretty considerable. From Bir- 
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mitigbam And Sheffield great quftiKlti^ ^ 
bardNtafe is annually imporitd: th^ise S»it 
^iMiralty dhi piped at Hull, a» are als& chui; 
goods' frdtA Mafiehester. Iron wAs^forfttetty 
imported froift Sweden— novr it is geMmlly 
imported from Ltith or Hull ; the^«fcMrttity 
may be about I^'tonsper atuitHn, ^Mrfath 
the gr«at«r part is u^d in 6l^p<-bifiklkg/ 
Lirid^^ imported from ^nftd^rtdnd i» toii-^ 
siderable quaotttied, chiefly for tb^ puirpow^ 
ofmantire.

Spey, is very considerable. '• •

FISHERIES. 

Greenland Whale Fishery^ 

For several years there was only one small 
vessel belonging to this port that went to 
Greenland, which was very unsuccessful for 
some time^ owing, as is supposed, to the 
manner in which the fishing was conducted. 
The master belonged to England, as did also 
a great part of the crew^ the rest belonged 
to this place : but it appears that they did 
not act with that energy which was requisite 
in such an undertaking. Owing to the ill 
success which they had hitherto experienced^ 
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ixiost of the partners were for abandoning 
the business altc^ether, when Mr. James 
Arbuthnot and Mr. John Hutchison, two 
spirited individual^ in the concern, (and who 
have been the means qf establishing the 
shipping interest of Peterhead upon a more 
^•espectable footing than it was formerly), 
suggested the propriety of manning the veil- 
$el with seamen and fishermen belonging tQ 
^he place, which was done, and the com- 
pniand given to Mr. Geary, a native of Peter- 
head : the result of the experiment justified 
the expectations which they had formed; 
pvery succeeding year proved more successr 
ful than the former, and the nutjiber of ves- 
sels rapidly increased. At present there are 
eight vessels employed in this trade, and 
they have hitherto proved the most success^ 
ful qf any that have visited that country. 
This shews in a very strong light wh^t may 
he effected by perseverspce, especially with 
^gard to fisheries. 

As it may he interesting to some of our 
readers, we have annexed a scheme, exfai* 
biting the progress^ of the whale fishing of 
^Peterhead, from its commencepi^nt tq t^ 
present time.

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From 1788 to 1801 the only Greealand 
Vessel belonging to Peterhedd was the Ro- 
bert, of [69 tons. A Mr. Harrison had the 
^oomqaiand of herfor 2 years, and Mr. Pea- 
cock for 8 years.; after that, the. cammaod 
was given to Mr. Geary, as mentioned be- 
fore. ' In the Peterhead Shipping List, given 
at page 31, the Greenland ships' are marked 
with a ^ to distinguish them. Of the 
164 whales brought home in 1814, one ves- 
sel, the Resolution, had 44. 

Fishing upon the coast. 

The fish on this ooasi; are mostly cai^ht 
in open boats, with long*lines and hand-lines. 
The long-lines are from two to three miiles^ 
in length, and contain from 500 to 2000 
hooks each, according to the thickness of 
the lii^,';and size of the hooks.: they are di- 
vided into three different sizes, viz. Great- 
lines, Summer smalHines, and Wihter small- 
liiies. . , 

The Great' linefishifitg^ begins about the first 
of April, and continues till about the lattier 
end of June : they are laid at a considerable 
distance from the shore, generally from 12 
to 35, mijes; upon these lin^s are caught 
cod, ling, liolibut, turbot, and skate. If 
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decked vessels were employed in this fishings 
instead of open boats, it might be begun much 
earlier, and continue much later, than it is 
at present ; they would also catch a much' 
greater quantity than* they now do : they 
could likewise fish with hand-lines during 
the time that the great-lines remain in the 
water, which is generally 24 hours; and 
when the herrings are upon the coast, they 
might be employed during the night in 
catching them. The great lines are about 
half an inch in diameter, the length is 2160 
fathoms, or about S' miles; each line con- 
tains 36 strings of 60 fathoms each, and 
every string contains 12 hooks. The fish 
caught upon these lines are all split, salted, ^ 
and dried upon the rocks^ and are mostly 
sold in the South of Scotland. 

The Summer small-lines are employed dur- 
ing the Summer months, in catching small 
cod, haddocks, flounders; and whitings. 
These are mostly split and dried, some upon 
the rocks, and some upon kifhs, and find a 
ready market in the South of Scotland. 
The length of these lines are the same as the 
great lines ; they are also divided into the 
same number of strings, but each string con- 
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tains 80 hooks, making :2880 books to one 
line. 

The Winter smull-lin^B are of the same 
length, and divided i(i the same manner, as 
tile fonuer, but each string contains 40 hook^ 
which makes the number of books to a line 
1440» The fishing begins about the first of 
October, and continues till the middle of 
February : the fish caught are large and 
small cod, large haddocks, and skate. The 
largest of the cod are salted up in barrels^ 
and exported to London, where they meet 
with a ready sale; the quantity exported 
annually may average about 400 barrels, of 
32 gallons each. The haddocks and small 
cod are either sold in their jfresh state in the 
town and neighbourhood, or split, smoked, 
and salted, in which state they generally 
meet with a very ready sale : the method of 
curing them is as follows -.--..TJixey allow at 
the rate of 1 lb. of salt to 20 lb, of fish in the 
gut; when they are split, and washed in salt 
water, they are allowed to drain for a few 
minutes, and then strewed with small salt ; 
in this state they remain for 2 hours, when 
they are again washed with salt water, and 
allowed to drain for 10 minutes ; they are 
then fastened together in pairs, aiid hong 
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The fuel used f&r this purpose in the town i» 
oak chips, and in the country peat tuff; the 
time tbey remain in the smoke is from 34 
to 48 liours. At Findon, a small fishing 
town ne«r Aberdeen, which has long been 
ffunkrais fof smoked haddocks, we are in- 
fwfned, they use, in addition to the peats, 
some dried sea- ware ; the smoking is not 
oo^tinued so long as with us, and the heat 
employed is so great, that they are in a man- 
ner half broiled; this renders them veiy 
tender and palatable for present use, but 
they will not keep good so long as ours, on 
aecoont of their being less impregnated with 
the smoke. There is a considerable quan- 
tity of what is called red cod, or ware cod, 
cau^ with hair b&nd-lines, ehi^fly upon 
t(|e Rattray and Scotstown heads : these are 
more delicate than the cod caught at a dis- 
tance from the shore ^ they afford a striking 
instance how much both the taste and colour 
of fishes are influenced by the nature of the 
ground which they frequent, and the quality 
of their food. Their red colour is occa- 
sioned by the fucii, or ware, amongst which 
they reside, and is not permanent.//' They 
are whiter and firmer in the flesh, and morfr 

F 
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plump and round, than those caught far out; 
at sea ; the taste resembles cod, mixed with 
lobster ; they are either isold here in their 
fresh state, or salted, and dried upon the 
rocks. The othejr fishes caught upon the 
hand-lines, are the saithe and dog fish : the 
former are caught about the edges of the 
rocks, and the latter several miles fi'om the 
shore, in 40 fathoms wat^r. The hand-lines 
used for catching them are made of hemp, 
about twice the size of the Winter small- 
lines; the proper time for catching them is 
in August and September; they are chiefly: 
caught on account of the oil which their 
livers yield : they are generally sold to the 
farmers for dung, attherate of 3d. per score. 
Formerly several vessels were sent from 
this place to the Barra-head and Iceland 
fisheries, but they have both been given up 
some time ago, neither of them having 
proved profitable concerns. 

Herring Fishing. 

Several vessels were formerly sent to the 
Herring fishing in the West highlands, but 
it has been abandoned for some time past* 
Very few have been caught upon this coast, 
although large shoals have regularly fre- 
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quented it for several years past^ generally 
at a considerable distance from the shore ; 
but in 1812 they came close in shore, and 
remained so for several days ; numbers of 
them were caught in baskets by persons 
upon the rocks — the quantity caught in the 
nets was comparatively small, not being pre- 
pared for such visitors ; the number of nets 
employed were not equal to the complement 
of one boat : about 2000 barrels were cured. 
The local advantages which Peterhead pos- 
sesses render it a most eligible situation for a 
fishing station ; and were active hands en- 
gaged, with a proper supply of boats and 
nets, immense quantities might be caught, 
as the boats may fish in safety here, when 
they cannot venture out upon the coast of 
Caithness, by reason that there are so many 
safe harbours upon this coast, which they 
could run for on the appearance of danger. 



MANCTFACTUBBS. 

There are various branches of manufac- 
ture carried on here : of these we shall enu- 
merate some of the principal ones ; the rest, 
being such as are common to most other 
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towns of ScotlaiHJ> oe^ eot be parfbokurly 
specified. 

Woollen Manufacture^ 

The Woonen manufacture of ArbuAnot, 
§cbtt, & Co. situated in the ttirklowh, efti- 
plbys 50 hands, aiid finishes about 630 pieces 
of cloth annually, the Value of which may 
be from L. 10,000 to L. 12,000; the toa- 
chihfefy is all worked by sleiam, except the 
vreaving part ': the business is under the 
ftiariagement of Mr. Scott, who was regu- 
larly bi-ed to this branch in England. "The 
tektufe of the superfine cloth is equal 1:o that 
of the best West of England : they received 
ttie twdlTirst premiums in the year 18 i 4 from 
the ^Society for the encouragement of ma- 
iVut^6tufes in Scotland. The Woollen ma- 
ft\iiract\1r6 of Me^rs. Rirgbrtf fe Co. though 
tfOt in t^etettoid, feeing about 4 miles dis- 
tant, nevertheless deserves to be mentioned 
in this place, by reason of its vicinity, and 
the connection that ^esLfSts between them, a 
great proportion of the manufacture being 
likewise CO isufned here. They manufac- 
ture about double the quantity of Arbutlinot, 
Scott, & Co. but the Value will not be ia 
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|>»^rCii^ as tbe q[aality in general is not 
so£Qe« 

Lifttn Mtmufatiute. 

The manufacture of flax, as conducted at 
Peterhead, tflay be divided inbo three distinct 
branches, vis: the makiag of yaxn^ of thready 
and of cloth. 

The manufacture of linen yarn was for« 
tnerly carried on to a considerable extent ia 
Peterhead^ and employed a greatnumber of 
bands ; but it is now niw^h iallen off her^ 
as well as in other places. 

The manufacture of threads was likewise 
considerable here at a ftfrmer period. About 
20 years ago^ there were 6 manufactories^ 
which employed 5i twist miUs, 344 hands^ 
and manufactured i04yi)00 spindles. This 
manufacture was begun Here in !764» by 
two young ladies of the name of Park, who 
commenced the manufacture of white threads 
on a small scale; they soongained credit for 
the superior <|ualit5^ of their threads, and the 
trade of course rapidly increased, and contir 
nued to do so for several years, but has no«r 
been upon the decline for oome timet being 
Clearly superseded by the almost univeirsal 
use 4>f -patent Cotton sewing threads^ , 
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Formerly considerable quantities of Dnen 
cloth were manufactured at Peterhead; now 
there is very little made, except by a few fa* 
milies^ for their own use« 

Cotton MMufatture. 

In the manufacture of Cotton there are 
from 80 to 90 weavers employed ; of these 
from 20 to 30 are employed by companies 
in Peterhead ; 52 are employed by Gordon, 
Barron, & Co. and 8 by Leys, Masson, & 
Co. Aberdeen. There b no Cotton yam 
manufactured here. 

Kelp. 

A very great improvement has taken place 
in the manufacture of this article : the qua* 
]ity is much improved, and the quantity 
considerably increased. Formerly it did not 
average above 40 tons annually, and that of 
a very indifferent quality. The ware was 
spread in thin strata, where it was exposed 
for several days, and the greater part of the 
alkali either dissipated by the heat of the 
sun, or washed off by the rain ; it was then 
burned in small round holes dug in the 
ground, and lined with sea sand, which being 
fiissipatcd and vitrified by the alkali, Jhiurt its 
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quality very much^ especially for soap-boil- 
ing. It is now burned in long narrow kilns, 
lined with stones, and not sunk under the 
ground, as formerly. When manufactured, 
it is mostly exported to Leith or Newcastle. 
Kelp was first burned here in the year 1710, 
by Baillie Thomas Arbuthnot ; previous to 
that period, we believe, there was none 
burned on the East coast of Scotland. 

Brick and Tile Manufacture. 

The manufacture of Bricks and Tiles is 
carried on to a considerable extent, in the 
vicinity of Peterhead, by Messrs. Forbes & 
Co. ; the quantity manufactured annually is 
about 250,000. Several very ingenious im- 
provements in the mannerof conducting this 
manufacture have been made by Mr. For- 
bies. The pantiles manufactured here are 
equal, if not superior, to those of the Dutch. 
Water pipes, similar to those used by the 
Romans in their Thermos, or Baths, are like- 
wise made here, of a very excellent quality. 
The pipes which convey the water to the 
town of Fraserburgh were made at this ma- 
nufactory. 
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Candle Manufacture. 

There are two Candle manufactories in 
Peterhead ; the valqe of the Candles manu- 
factured is about L.1300, 



COOPERAGES. 

There are »«verftl pretty extensive Coop^^* 
ages, besides those, of the Greenland Com- 
panies : in all, there tti»y b^ about 50 to 60 
coopers in Peterhead. 

SHIP BUILDING. 

This business is carried on here to a cour- 
siderable extent. Vessels calqiilated for the 
West India, American, Baltic, and Medi- 
terrean trade, and also for thj^ transport ser* 
vice, have been built at Peterhead. There 
are upwards of 60 carpenters employed in 
this trade, and in repairing ships, and re- 
pairing and building boats. When the in- 
tended improvements of the harbours are 
completed, the business of ship building will 
no doubt be greatly extended, as vessels of 
larger dimensions will be admitted, and the 
trade, of course, increased. 
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There are two Rope*works h^re^ which 
employ, fi'oiii 1 2 to 1 8 hands. 

There was formerly a Sail Cloth manu- 
factory in Peterhead, ,but it has been given 
tip several years ago.

tradesmen of every description, which, aji 
they are commdn to most other ptac^, do 
not require to be particularly enumerated ; 
but as some of them have arrived at a de- 
gree of perfection in their different depart-

Organ building. 

There have been no less than 15 drgains 
built id PeterheM by different artists, ail of 
which are well finished, and particularly 
noted for the fine tofne which they possess^ 

Carving and (Hidings 

iliere is no regular carver herei but sev«f- 
ral articles in that line done by a cabinet- 
maker, particularly the head and stern of a

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sfeipi the Traveller, deserve to be mentioned, 
as being equal in design iand workmanship 
to that done by the best artists. Every arti- 
cle in the gilding line is performed byexcel-^ 
lent workmen. * 

TuTning. 

There is a turper here who has long been 
Camcd for the ingenuity and excellent work- 
manship of the different articles which he 
manufactures, both in ivory and wood. They 
meet with a very ready demand^ and are of- 
ten commissioned from many parts of Eng- 
land. 

Hmtsi and Sign Painters^ 
Of these there are thre^ who are all well 
employed : one of them keeps ft Joarney- 
man and an apprentice ; he is an excellent 
workman and artist ; the design and execu- 
tion of some of his signs possess c<Hisiderable 
merit 

Every article of household furniture and 
cabinet work is mnde in the iieatest and 
most substantial manner ; and several of the 
masons and wrights, besides the operative 
part, are also well qualified to execute de- 
signs and plans of houses^ and are employed 
for that purpoise, not only in the lown^ bal 
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also in tbe couotry, at a comiderabto dis^ 
taoce. 

Booksellers and Stationers. 

Of these there are two« who also carry on 
the Bookbiodiogt is aU its branches ; they 
&re both well employed, each haying a jour* 
neymaa and apprentice* Orders for books^ 
reviews, magazines^ &c. are executed with 
the greatest promptitude, and the utmost 
punctuality. The value of Books and Sta* 
tionary imported is about L.2300 annually^ 

Charity Funds^ 

The only charity fund in Peterhead is the 
Kifk boK. The Friendly Societies do not 
42ome under that denominatiop, as the money 
disbursed by them is received as a matter of 
right, and not of charity, the persons who 
receive it having as much right to it as the 
merchant, who insures his goods, has to the 
vahie of the amount insured, should they 
happen to be lost The funds of the Kirk 
box arise from the weekly collections, arid 
the fines imposed on delinquentSr who have 
been convicted of incontinence by the Spi- 
ritual Court. The amount of weekly col* 
lections is, on an average, about 55'shilling8 ; 
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the amount distributed to the poor, arniuip 
ally, is about L.170. 

^Friendly Societies. 

There are 14 Friendly Societies in Peter- 
head, viz. i — ^The Trades, Merchants, Keith 
Lodge, (Masons), Pilots, Sailors, Gardeners, 
St. Andrew's, Weavers, Shoemakers, Far- 
mers, Odd Fellows, Union, St. James' Lodge^ 
(Masons), Female Society* Of these the 
oldest is the Trades* Society; by the Minute 
book it appears to have been constituted in 
J 728 : as the constitution and oath are curi- 
ous, an4 niay convey sonae idea of the state 
of society at that period, they will, no doubt, 
be acceptable to most of our readers ; we 
have, therefore, copied tt^eni verbatim from 
the Minute book. 

M At Peterhead^ thf ttpenty ninth day of 
March, 1728 years. Here follaweth the consti^ 
ttftioTf, and path of admission, pertaining andadr 
ministrale to the Membprs of tfie Trades^ box of 
Peterhead, viz. ;-:— 

'Mn the name of God. — Ameq. 

^ " Wee, undersubscribers. Tradesmen m 
]Peterhead^ taking to ourselves considefatiojpi 
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bow necessary it is that there be a public 
fond erected in this place, for the supplying 
the necessities of us, our wives^ children, or 
offspring, in case it shall please the Lord to 
reduce us or them to poverty, do resolve^ 
(after the laudable custom and good example 
of the rest of the hurgfhs of this kingdotn)^ 
I^urthwith to erect a Trades' box, in this 
town, for the ends aforesaid, and other pious 
uses, to be thought on and ordered by the 
members, which box shall be keeped by two 
of our number, who are to be chosen yearly 
for receiving and keeping such money as 
shall be paid in, or due, to the said box, either 
by members or others, together with a presi- 
dent, or oversman, to be chosen yearly also ; 
and have laid down the following rules, as 
the unalterable and fundamental rules of 
erection and constitution of this box. 

I, That the boxmasters shall call frequent 
meetings of the members, as the business of 
the box shall from time to time require^ 
quarterly, particularly in the months of Ja- 
nuary, April, July, October, the first day of 
the said months, unless they fall on the Sab- 
bath, in which case it shall be delayed to 
Monday next, and the yearly meeting is to 
be upon the first day of April, which time 
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tbe <rid boxinasters sball give op their ac** 
coants ; box and many thej are ordered to 
give up at that time. 

Il« That all masters, and members of tbia 
box, rraeiving apprentices^ sball^ oblige them 
to pay in the sum of one pound four sbil* 
lings, Scots money, when paying a fee, and 
tbe half of that sum wben not paying a fee, 
and at bis entry six shillings ; likewise the 
siHn of twal shillings for each journeyman, 
and at his entry six shitlings, for which his 
master shall he comptable to the box* 

in, That every member shall pay three 
shillings^, Scots mony, into the said box, per 
quarter, or more or less, as the Lord shall 
inchne his heart 

IV, That any member n^ay take a part of 
what mony is in the box at the quarterly 
meetingr until tbe next meeting, as the mem«* 
bers. sball think Bt, paying the ordinSiry inte- 
rest, and as much more as God shall incline 
his heart, finding caution for tbe samen. 

V. That no mony shall be lent out of the 
s»d box, without two sulBcient securities, 
(not members), conjunctly and severaHy 
bound for payment thereof, in one year's 
space, at farthest ; and if upon any bond 
there shall be eighteen months interest due,- 
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the boxmaslers are fiirthwith to |Nro6e€iite 
Ae sameo. with all^iKgence^ on the e^peiioe 
of the box« without further ord^t or thea 
he cmnptable f&r the ^Aixiea themadves» 
without any excuse^ on whateTen term# 
(iroposed* 

VL That no mony shall be given ou^ for 
any use whatever^ except ti^n a warrant in 
wiiting, subscribed by three or OMre.memr • 
bens; and if the sam exceed three poaoda^ 
3cots Qioney, the boxmasters shmil call a 
meeting of the whole meinber8» bfHt if no 
more than three meet^ these shall be a tvM^ 
oient quora ni, subscribing as above, ibr the 
direction of thpe boxmasters^ in any affair ro- 
tative to the said box. 

VIL That the boxmasters shall keep thdir 
uccouBts (during their office) of charge and 
discharge^ in their own private boolc^ by 
scrolls ; and after such accounts are received^ 
at the end of the year, by the members, or 
a quorum appointed ibr that effeett the 
samen shall be entered in the otiier side <^ 
tbe boi^ with the particular offerings, and 
by whom paid in; and charltys, and on 
whom bestowed, 

VUL That all and every thing relating 
til this box shall be managed and directed 
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by the plurality of voices of the members^ 
Mrhei) met ; and that they shall avoid beat, 
passion, and debate, as much as possible, and 
act in concord and unanimity, for the pro- 
motion of so pibus an undertaking. 

IX. And Lastly, That once every year, 
at the throngest meeting, being the second 
day of May, the whole above Articles shall 
be publickly read; and also at the admission 
of any new member, at which there shall be 
two or more of the old members present, 
with one or both of the boxmasters, who 
shall cause them or him take the oath of ad- 
mission, which we, the erectors of the said 
box, do take, and ordain that none shall be 
admitted a member of this box until he take 
the samen, in the words on the other page 
following; which oath each member is to 
sign, and (his offering being paid in) is to 
be entered in this book. And further, that 
no member of this box shall employ any 
tradesman (if he can be served without him) 
that is not a member thereof. And it is 
agreed, that this box shall be managed al- 
ways by two boxmasters, who are tradesmen^ 
Here foUoiveth the oath of admission. 
'• Wee do hereby promise, in the presence 
of God, that 1 shall observe the constitution 
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of this box, as before me read, and contained 
in the preceding leaf of this book, and never, 
directly nor indirectly, endeavour, consent 
to, or conceal, the detriment or subversion 
thereof; nor give advice which I would not 
follow myself, were this box my own private 
concern : but that I shall do all lyes in my 
power for its advantage, in equity and jus- 
tice, during my being a member of the said 
box. 

" So help me God:' 

The number of members belonging. to all 
the societies amount to about 3000; the 
money paid to indigent and decayed mem- 
bers amounts to about L. 1200. Of the uti- 
lity of these societies, when properly con- 
ducted, there cannot be the least doubt; 
every person who contributes to them knows 
that he is supporting a fund which is to af- 
ford him relief, in case he should want it, in 
sickness or old age, and at the same time he 
is contributing to the comfort of someof his 
fellow creatures.

has not been so mpid, during the list twenty 
yeams, as a person might be led to expect 
from the vast increase of shipping and coha- 
merce. In 1794, the population of the 
whole parish, according to Rev. Dh Moir, 
was 4100 ; of these there were in the town 
2959. By the following statement it will 
appear, that the increase from 1794 to 1811 
was only 595.

In 1794 the proportion of the females to 
the males was as 13^ to 10, in 1801 the pro* 
portion was as 14 to 10, and in 181 1 it was 
as 17 to 10 nearly. In the above account 
seamen are not included ; at present they 
may be estimated at 800. From the in- 
crease that has taken place during the last 4 
years, we should suppose the population of 
Peterhead at present, including the seamen 
belonging to the port, to be about 5000. 
The census of 1801 was taken by Mr. Adam- 
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scMi; that of 1811, by Mr. Donald, is as 
follows r-i— ^

PLACES OF WORSHIP, 

There are three places of worship in Pe- 
terhead, besides the established church, viz. ; 
the Scots Episcopal Chapel, Burgher, and 
Antiburgher Meeting-houses ; the Metho- 
dists and Independents occasionally preach 
here, but they have no established place of 
worship. Animosity on account of difference 
of religious opinions rarely occurs in Peter* 
head ; the lower classes are better informed 
than they were formerly, and of course en- 
tertain more liberal ideas with regard to re- 
ligion. 
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SCHOOLS, AND STATE OF LEARNING. 

The parish school is kept in the Town- 
house, in which Latin and Greek are taught 
by Mr, Donald ; the former for 10s. 6d. per 
quarter, and the latter for 5s. 3d. He has 
in general from 40 to 50 scholars. 

There is another school on the same floor 
with the former, in which Mr. Smith teaches 
Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, and Book- 
keeping. He has a salary of L.20, arising 
from a mortification by a Mr. Anderson, for 
the purpose of educating a certain number 
of poor boys, gratis. About 40 boys and 
20 girls attend Mr. Smith. 

Navigation and Mathematics are taught 
by Mr. Wallace, who also teaches Geogra- 
phy, Latin, English, Book-keeping, Arith- 
metic, and Writing : he has about 60 scholars 
in summer, and 80 in winter. 

Mr. Quirie teaches Reading, Writing, 
and Arithmetic : he has about 50 scholars 
during the summer, and 55 during the 
winter. 

There is another schoolmaster lately come 
to the town, who teaches French, English, 
Writing, and Arithmetic. 
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Misses Puj cell's Ladies Boarding School. 

In this respectable seminary, Music, 
Drawing, Geography, Arithmetic, Reading, 
Writing, Plain and Ornamental Needle 
Work, are taught with great assiduity, and 
attention to the improvement of the pupils, 
whose progress and acquirements are the 
best comment on the abilities and diligerxce 
of the teachers. 

Besides these, there are about a dozen 
schools kept by women, who generally teach 
Reading, Writing, and Sewing. They are 
all very assiduous in their several depart- 
ments. 

Learning is much more attended to now 
in Peterhead than it was formerly ; most 
people, however mean their circumstances, 
endeavour to give their children education 
sufficient to qualify them for the common 
occupations of life. The vast impor- 
tance of education to the lower classes of 
society must be e\^ident to any person who 
has given the subject the least consideration : 
the origin of many of the crimes which ar5" 
daily committed may be traced to some de- 
fect in the education of those who have com- 
mitted them, or, perhaps, to the neglect of it 
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altogether. The early culture of the mind 
is of more importance than parents are ge- 
nerally aware of: it is certain that boys, from 
4 to 8 years of age, can be of little service 
in the common occupations of life ; if, then, 
they are not employed in any way during 
this time, they will imbibe habits of idle- 
ness and insubordination, which, at a future 
period, will render mental improvement irk* 
some, and retard their progress in any pro- 
fession for which they may be destined : on 
the contrary, when they are early sent to 
school, habits of order and regularity are in- 
stilled into their minds, while, at the same 
time, they are laying the foundation of fu* 
ture excellence, and acquiring a stock of 
useful knowledge, which will enable them^ 
to support their characters, and act their 
parts in society, in a manner suitable to their 
dignity, as men, and as christians. 



MINERAL SPRINGS OF PETERHEAD. 

All waters naturally impregnated with any 
heterogeneous matter, which they have dis- 
solved within the earth, may be called mi- 
neral waters, in the most general and exten- 
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sive meaning of that term ; in whicfa^ 
therefore, are comprehended almost all that 
ilow upon the &ce of the earth ; for almost 
all these contain some earth, or selenites : 
but waters, containing only earth, are not 
generally called mineral waters, but simply 
fiord waters. 

Mineral waters, properly so called, are 
those in which gas, or sulphureous, saline, 
or metallic substances, are discovered, by 
chemical analysis. As many of these waters 
are used with success in medicine, they are 
thence called metticinal waters : of this class 
are the mineral springes of Peterhead. One 
of these, called the Wine xvell,* has been in 
great repute for upwards of 200 years : there 
are 5 other mineral springs in the neigh- 
bourhood of it, which are all nearly of the 
same quality as the Wine well ; the princi- 
pal constituent of all of them being muriate 
of iron. 

The Wine well of Peterhead has long 
been much esteemed and resorted to, on ac- 

* It received the name of the Wine well from its being si- 
toated at the bottom of a narrow lane, (now Jamaica Street}/ 
formerly called the Wynd, After the same niaoner^ another 
well lo the neighbourhood of it received the name of the Row 
well, from rts situation, near several houses on a line with one 
another^ called the Row. 
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count of the great benefit which has been de- 
rived frora the use of it. It may, therefore, 
be expected, that some account of the vir- 
tues ascribed to it will be given in this place. 

Analyses of mineral waters, are, perhaps, 
the most difficult of any in chemistry ; many 
of these waters have been accurately ana- 
lysed by able chemists and physicians, but^ 
notwithstanding these attempts, we are far 
from having all the certainty and knowledge 
that might be desired on this head. Almost 
all mineral waters contain several different 
substances, which, being united with water, 
form with each other numberless com- 
pounds. Frequentl3% some of the principles 
of mineral waters are in so small quantities, 
that they can scarcely be perceived, although 
they may have some influence on the virtues 
of the water, and also on the other principles 
contained in the water. The chemical ope- 
rations used in the analyses of the mineral 
waters may sometimes occasion essential 
changes in the substances that are to be dis- 
covered ; and further, such waters are sus- 
ceptible of very considerable changes, by 
motion, rest, or exposure to air. 

Probably also, the variations of the at- 
mosphere, subterraneous changes, some se- 
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cret junction of a new spring of mineral or 
pure water, or perhaps the exhaustion of the 
minerals where the springs receive their 
principles, are causes which may occasion- 
ally change the quality of mineral waters. 

It is no wonder, therefore, that the results 
of analyses of the same water, made by dif- 
ferent chemists, whose skill and accuracy 
cannot be questioned, should be different. 

An analysis of the Wine well was given 
in a small pamphlet, published about 20 
years ago, by Dn Laing, and also a particu- 
lar account of its constituent and component 
parts, together with remarks on the medi- 
cinal virtues of the water, drawn up from his 
own experience. About the same time, an 
account of it was likewise given by the Rev. 
Dr. Moir, in his Statistical Account of the 
Parish of Peterhead, (Stat. Ace. of Scotland, 
Vol. XVI.) : although these differ with re- 
gard to the use of the water in some parti • 
cular cases, yet they both agree as to the 
medicinal virtues which it possesses, and the 
good effects produced by it in many cases. 

It is certain, from loiig experience, that it 
is very efficacious in cases of general debi- 
litv, disorders of the stomach and bowels. 
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flatulencies, indigestions^ and nerv^ood com-' 
plaints^ 

Aceordiog to Jh. Lairfg, tb^ effects gen^* 
rally perceived after dmkin^thi^ water, ard 
the. following :«~ 

L If the stomach is in di fit state for Fe- 
ceitring the waters!, having no foulness, ftor 
eve©* food, em it; and if tfee.w^tfer be taken 
in sjcoali portions ftt a time, tliough a consi* 
derable quaotity be swallowed in the whole, 
it sits light and easy on tb^ stomach; with* 
out causing flatdlency, tumefaction, ora«y 
other incomiewence* 

2* In some it prodUces^ a slight appear- 
an<:e of intoxication^ especially on beginning 
to us© it ; and atmost always, not only soffnd 
sleep in the nifgbt, but also a considerable 
degree of drowsiiiess through the day. 

3. One of its most certain effecte is a very 
hearty appetite, especially foi< breakfast; 
Most people, after using the water for some 
days, for the first time, are s»rpri6e<i at ftheir 
impatience for the hour of breakfast, and at 
the unusual quantity of food which they; 
find necessary for them. 

These two last effects are justly reckoned 
sure signs of the water agreeing well with 
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the 06i)sH:tuUao, ond pms^ges of bQoefit tp 
be delved from it :

To remtiiy itbis inconyeiiience,;MT. James 
Arbtithndt, jun. in 1:300, formed a spacibus 
bath, at a veiy great jexpenoe, being all ciit 
eat dp fcolid rock. The- dimensions of \t [ are 
90 feet by 30, and. capable of bolding any 
depth of water, from 34- to 6 feet ; the bot- 
tom is quite level, -and covered with sand: 
it is filled every tidewitli plii^e sea water, 
and its depth is regfiilafaed by a jarge sluice 
that is opened or shirt by a valve, at plea- 
sure. There is a broad platform for walk- 
ing along the margin of the bath; a flight of 
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broad sktjpB ckseedd into the hath; contigU^^ 
ous to wbieh is a house, with ^LCcommodB^i 
tions for dressing and uiadressiiig in. The> 
bathers are defended from the view of spec^ 
tators by a perpendicular breast of rock OA* 
the land side» near 20 feet. high ; the othet 
sides are als6 properly defended from Cbe^ 
view. 

In this spacious bath are united all the 
conveniences of both house and open sea- 
bathing, there being at all times such a supr 
ply of water as to offer all the advantages. 
in point of cleanliness, that the open sea 
possesses. 

For some time this bath was used both by 
the Ladies and Gentlemen, at separate hours; 
but from the increasing resort of bathers, it 
was soon found necessary to erect another^ 
which was to be appropriated solely for the 
use of the Gentlemen, but, being of consi- 
derably smaller dimensions, they chose ra- 
ther to submit to inconvenient hours of 
bathing than be deprived of the pleasure of 
bathing in the large bath. ' In the preceding 
year, a bath, 40 feet by 20, had been erected 
by the Mason Society, for the accommoda- 
tion of the company frequenting the mineral 
well. Mr. Arbuthnot having taken a lease 
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of this bath, together with the Mason Lodge, 
the former is now appropriated solely as a 
Gentlemen's bath, and the latter is used as a 
pump roonif coffee room, and long room^ for 
the accommodation of the company, who 
have likewise (he use of two excellent 
organs. 

Warm Baths. • 

The want of warm baths was long consi- 
dered as a great defect with regard to Peter- 
head as a watering place. This was partly re- 
medied by two warm baths, erected by the 
Mason society about 1795; but these were 
soon found insufficient for the accommoda- 
tion of the company attending them. 

In order to remedy this inconvenience, 
and with a view to accommodate the nume- 
rous and respectable company that annually" 
resorted to Peterhead for the purpose of 
•warm bathing, Mr. James Arbuthnot, jun. 
in the year 1802 erected two suits of apart- 
ments, containing 12 warm baths, with the 
most complete set of apparatus which is to 
be found, perhaps, in Britain ; by means of 
which the patients may be accommodated 
with the steam or vapoury hot air, projecting. 
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add shower baths^ at any degree of tempera^ 
ture, which may be required.* There can 
be no doubt, that the use of these baths has 
been productive of jthe most beneficial effects 
in many cases, in proof of which a number. 
of examples might be adduced, which will» 
perhaps, be published at a future period^ as 
a Case-book has been regularly kept for seve* 
ral years,, containing an account of all the 
cures performed by the use of the mind'al 
water and baths of Peterhead. The sensible 
effects of the warm bath, according to Dr. 
Laing, are chiefly the following : — 

1. A very pleasing sensation over all the 
body, often taking place from the moment 
of immersion ; but sometimes not till after a

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shorter or longer continuance in the b&tb; 
This sensation is most observable vrhen the 
bath is about 96"^; for a small difference 
above or below this temperature is generally 
felt very sensibly, and not agreeably. To 
some persons that temperature seems; at the 
moment of immersion, too hot ; and after a 
few minute, they bear it well ; or perhaps 
they would like it a little warmer ; but, for 
the most part, that degree of heat is highly 
pleasing. 

2. An alleviation of pain, from whatever 
cause : at least, I do not recollect any in-^ 
stance of its happening otherwise. This al* 
ways takes place while the patient is in the 
bath, and generally for a more or less con- 
siderable time after leaving it, when due 
care is taken to avoid a sudden change of 
temperature. 

3. A more equal and uniform diffusion of 
natural warmth over the whole body. This, 
however, depends much on the temperature 
of the bath itself; and commonly goes hand 
in hand with the pleasingsensation first men- 
tioned, of which this is one of the principal 
causes. In thie healthy state, the interior 
part of the thorax and abdomen is some de- 
grees warmer than any part of the skin, or 
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even than any intamal part farther distant 
from the heart, and. in the inverse propor-: 
tion of thedistance* . But in a feeble eon^ 
stitotion, without positive disease^ the skin in 
general, and thatof theaxtremities in particu- 
lar, is almost always very considera|^Jy below 
the standard heat in the breast. Xhi$ gene^ 
nifUy produces a somewhat uneasy sensation, 
a feeling of cold^ and a desire to have it re* 
inoved And when it as removed uniformly, 
so as to reduce the body to the temperature 
af the heart, or somewhat below it, tjhere 
arises, not only a pleasure from the removal 
of an uneasy seqsationi but aUp a §^eming^ 
consciousness that the skin, and the organs 
connected with ^nd dependant on it, are 
perfi>raiing their o$ce in a way. unusually 
favourable to the good state of the body^. 
In diseasci the temperature of the body ge-. 
nerally departs still ferthec from the uniform 
standard heat. During the cold stage^ 
whetheir of prioMiry or syiiiptom«U;ic fever, 
although tb^ strong sensation of cold may 
often exist, while th^e body is, to the ther- 
mometer, warmer than the standard, yet 
dften also it faU$ : gi^aftly below it In the 
bot stage of fever, again, the beayk commonly 
eKoe«ds the standard by a good many de<^ 
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grees. In all cases of local inflammatioo, 
considerable enough to induce fever, the heat 
of the whole body is commonly increased : 
and when it is not considerable enough to 
excite constitutional fever, there is yet what 
may be called local fever; that is, an in- 
crease of the heat and arterial action of the 
part. On the other hand, there are many 
disorders, in which there is a permanent di- 
minution of heat, and of nervous and arte* 
rial action, and consequently of power ; as, 
for example, in asphyxia, from whatever 
cause, palsy, dropsical, and leucophlegma* 
tic cases; inanition, from excessive dis^ 
charges, hunger, cold, fatigue, atrophy, • a 
bad state of the stomach and bowels, and 
many other reducing causes. Now all these 
fiiults in temperature may be equalized and 
regulated, with certainty, safety, and expe- 
dition, by a warm bath properly tempered, 
and continued for a s\iitable length of time. 

4- Both the pulse ahd the respiration, if 
diflfereht from the natural state, are made to 
approxiniateto it. A small pulse becomes 
fuller, a hard puke softeh, and a quick pulse 
slower. I have not had an opportunity of 
trying its effects on a pulse below 60 in a 
minute : but it is very naturally to be be* 
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tiered; that the warm bath would accelerate 
a morbidly dow pulse. The respiration is 
geRerally rendered slow and regular, unlesi^ 
in the few cases where a child or very weak 
nervous person has gone into the bath with 
reluctance and fear. The general ten*: 
dency, however, is to render both the pulse 
and the respiration slow, full, and regular. 

5. An increase of strength, mobility, and 
agility, is commonly very sensible aft^r com- 
ing out of the bath : and these advantages, 
together with a greater power of resisting 
cold, often continue- for several days. In 
rare instances the sensibility to cold has 
seemed to be increased for a short time; but 
this was never observed to happen, unless' 
when the bath vras belo\r the proper tem- 
perature for 'that person at that time. No- 
things ^was more common, than that a person, 
who was unable to come to the bath but in 
a ch^^ should walk home from it easily on 
his fefet. And it§ strengthening power is so 
well established by experience, that it is not 
unusual for a person going to set out on a 
long cold ride or^walk, or other hard exer-' 
tion, to use the warm bath immediately 
before. 
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• Other instances might be men^ned with 
regard to the salutary effects of the warm batht 
on the body, but as they are evi<kotly dedo* 
cible from the fotegomg senabie tffeets, it 
aeems unnecessary. From what has boeii 
stated, it is obvious the warm bath opehB «% 
Tast store of salutary resources in a greeU; 
variety of morbid states of the body.

MorUmer, contains^ 
about 1200 volumes,; the terms of subscript 
tion are, fpr a year, l?s,.^half ^ y^ar, ^s^y-^ 
a quartei', 4si— 4i iiionth, ^^—and l^^ per 
diem for any volume under 58. 

Peterhead Subscription CircuIatij\|ft,JL.i' 
brary was established about 16 years agd by 
a few individuals, for the laudable purpos©^ 
of disseminating knowledge among the lovr^V: 
classes of society : each person, on become 
ing a subscriber, paid L.I, arid the money 
arising from reading subscribers to be appro* 
priated for the purchase of new books. The 
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tertm of subscription are, for a year^ 5s-— 
balf a year, 3s.-~a month, U. It is a pity 
such a laudable institution should not re* 
ceive more encouragement : we understand 
it is about to be given up, 

Reading Society, established in 1808, and 
is supported by the annual contribution of 
one guinea each from members : this money 
is applied to the purchase of new books. 
This library contains about 300 volumes, 
amongst which are many well selected and 
valuable books. 

Inns, Hotels, Taverns, Kc. 

Of these the principal are the Crown Inn*, 
Milne; Plough Tavern and Hotel, JafFray; 
Ship Tavern, Newbound, These afford ex* 
cellent accommodation and entertainment : 
the Crown Inn contains 22 bed-rooms, and 
7 public rooms; the Plough Tavern and 
Hotel contains 18 bed-rooms, and 7 public 
rooms. Besides these there are a great 
number of public-houses, several of which 
afford good accommodation, both for' lodg- 
ing and entertainment. 

Lodging houses are numerous, and some 
of them elegantly fitted up for strangers, who 
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frequejQt this place during the bathing seasoiw 
Peterhead can accommodate about 200Q 
persons, besides its own inhabitants. 



ItUlNS AND ANTiaUlTIES IN PETERHEAD, 
AND ITS VICINITY. 

The ruins of two. castles, both of which 
were once the property of the Marischal 
family, are still to be seen in Peterhead : one 
of them was situated on the Keith-inch, and 
was used as a granary a few years ago ; the 
other, whidi appears to have been of a more 
ancient date, was situated at the North end 
of the Longate, and the corner of Brook- 
lane, where part of it is still to be seen; In 
the vicinity there are several ruins, the most 
remarkable of which is Ravenscraig : it is 
said to have been erected about the ninth 
century, by one of the Marischal family. It 
is situated on the South side of the river 
Ugie, and appears to have been a place of 
considerable strength, and, before the use of 
fire arms, may have been considered im- 
pregnable, as there is evident appearance 
of the river having been carried round it ; 
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and the walls are very thick, and well forti- 
fied. * The revolutions which this ancient 
edifice has undergone sure beautifully de- 
scribed in the following lines. 

A Keith this ancient structure rear'd^ 

Which Bavenscra^ he styl'd^ 
i|xophetic of its future state. 

For there the Havens build. 

'Twas long the pride of yonder plain. 

The gaze of^ vulgar eye ; 
Oft lodg'd the dauntless warrior tirM^ 

Oft heard the lover sigh. 

Sut all-devouring time at length 

His rutliless hand apply'd, 
With iron clench he seizM the walls 

Which wintry winds defy'd. 

Not distant far another stands, ** 

From Ugie draws its name. 
Of equal age, in ruins too, 

And equal, too, in fame. 

The other Castle alluded to in the above 
lines is Inverugie, which stands on the oppo- 
site side of the river; it was built by the 
Cheynes, but afterwards, by intermarriages, 
became the property of £arl MarischaL The 
lower part of the building is now converted 
into a Brew-hduse. ^ 

These ruins, together with the Ugie, and 
\ some plantations lately made by Mr. Fergu- 
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son of PitfMir, M.P« form a beautiful and 
picturesque vienr from n small eminence 
called the Castle hill. 

There are still to be seen, on e rising 
ground npar the mouth of the Ugie, the re- 
mains of anothe? Castle, of greater antiquity 
than any of the fermer, which is supposed 
(not without a great degree of probability) 
to be the original site of the Castle of In* 
verugie, as its name is evidently derived 
from its being situated at the n^outh of the 
river Ugie. 

Boddom Castle 

Was built by aorae of the Marischal fa- 
mily, and for many years inhabited by them. 
It is situated on the South si^e of the South 
bay, upon a promontory between two very 
deep fissures, with high craggy rocks on 
each side : here the sea breaks with great 
violence, and when there is a strong easterly 
gale, the spray is often carried over the top 
of the house to a considerable distance. 
This Castle appears to have t>ee|i a [dace of 
considerable strength : not many ye^rs ag6 
there were several cannon there; and the 
house, though now in ruins, was Inhabited 
about the beginning c^ the eigliteent]^ een« 
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tury. The name of Boddom is derived from 
its situation, at the foot or bottom of Stirling 
hi]]. 

About a mile West of the town, on a 
small rising ground, and near an old build- 
ing called the Windmill, the ruins of aa 
Abbey are still to be seen : when it was 
erected or endowed, or by whom, is not 
now l^nown ; but it is supposed to have been 
the residence of some Monks belonging to 
the Abbey of Deer, which had veiy exten- 
sive property before the reformation, and at 
one time possessed the greater part of the 
parish of Peterhead. There is a spring ia 
the neighbourhood, which still retains the 
name of the Abbot's well. Considerable 
quantities of grey slates, and several stones 
with sculpture on them, but mnch defaced, 
and also human bones, have been dug up 
amongst the ruins, at different periods. 

About 3 miles West of the town, the re- 
mains of two small forts are .still visible ; 
when they were erected, or for what pur- 
pose, is now unknown. 
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OF FISHES. 



f £W coasts in Britain afford sucli a varietur 
of Fishes as the coast about Peterhead ; and 
not only in quantity and variety does it eiK- 
ceed other coasts, but likewise in the quality 
of the Fish : this is owing, in a great mea- 
sure* to the purity of the water^ the strength 
of the tide^ and the quantity and quality of 
their food< 

In the first place, the strength of the tide 
is such, that no weak fish can live in it^ and 
these ate generally thrown down upon the 
Orkney and Caithness coast, where they 
find shelter under the islands, and in quiet 
bays. It is a rare thing to find a weak cod 
off our heads ; they disappear as soon as they 
have deposited their spawn, which is gene- 
rally about the month of February, and do 
not return until July and August. I dhali 
here give an account of the Cetaceoua 
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Fishes which are to be found here, begin- 
ning with them, and carrying on the other 
orders, according to the Linmean system. 
The different characters of the Fishes will 
be taken notice of; the season they are in 
their prime ; and* the taste of one Fish com* 
pared with that of another. 

CETACEOUS. 

BaUna Rondelet, or the Great Greenland Whale. 

Only ode of these hug6 animals has been 
seen on our coast for many years. In the 
latter end of December, 1806, a large one 
appeared in our bay. It was a female, and 
had a cub : it was upon a Sunday forenoon, 
during divine ^rvice, that it made it^ ap- 
pearance ; the church immediately emptied, 
and the Greenland boats were manned ; the 
animal was harpooned and lanced, the blood 
streamed from it in torrents, and the handles 
of the lancets appeared in great numbers 
rising from its back-^the cub was killed. It 
then went into a state of desperation, roar* 
ing most hideously, raising its tail above 
the water like a stee^^e, and finding all 
hopes gone of recovering its lost child, it dart- 
ed like an arrow from a bow, and tan with 
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such velocity, that the boats were obliged 
to cut : she made her escape, carrying an 
empty boat at her tail ; some time after-^ 
wards, we heard that her body was driven 
ashore on the coast of England. 

Balena Physalus, Spout fVhale, or HtrpingHoy. 

These appear in great numbers, btf our 
coasts, particularly after the herring shoals 
begin; it is said they. swallow theberring, 
but it is not likely, as they have a narrow 
throat, and the mputh is furnished with bone 
similar to the Rondelet; it is probable, that 
it is the spawn 6t fry of the herring they 
live upon. Flesh of Whales was formerly 
esteemed a great delicacy^ at the royal 
table, where it is said to have been eaten 
with a sauce of white bread, sugar, and vine- 
gar. Salted whale beef tastes much like ox 
beef, but not so fat ; the flesh of the cub, 
,done in cutletSi tastes like veal, mixed with 
cjflfeumber. 

'"Pkysiter Cdtodon, Round-Headed Cachalot, 
vulgar Ij/ called Bottle-Nosed Whale. 
A omnber of these animals were driven on 
shore on the coast of St. Fergus soQie years 
ago.

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Dolphinus Phorceana, Porpoise^ vulgarly caU 
ledPelliak. 

Thes^ gire to be met with in great abun^ 
dance during the SqiniQer moptbs ; they arei 
seldom caught, except when entangled in 
nets. The flesh of the young porpoise, 
when properly curjsd, resembles very much 
the t^ste of young pork. It should be cured 
with the skin upon it, and, before presenting 
\t at t^bje, the back skin should be ren^oved, 

X>olphinus Orca, the Grampus. 

Thf se ^re rare fish^ uppq our coast ; two 
pf them were caught in a net, aj^opg with 
som^ salmon, several years ago, off. the 
.mouth of the Ugje. They are CJjlled here

Anawhicas Lupus, Wolf Fishp or Stone-biter^ 
vulgarly failed Sea Cat. 

These fishps are found upon oi|r coast 
in considerable quantities, from the paonth 
pf November till March, during which 
season they seem to be good; they are 
but little used here, which is owing to 
jLheir name apd appearance. They haveaq 
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Ugly bead, are branded upon the sides with 
black strokes, the colour of the skin being 
either light blue, or light browii; the skin 
is thick; the. fish is es^o^Uent, firm, sweet, ^ 
delicate, and a great deal resembles the* 
Pleuronectes Maximus, or true Turbot, in, 
taste. The price is fix)m twopence to three- 
pence each, when a price is demanded^ and 
the weight from 4 to 12 libs, each. It is 
best to make the fishermen skin them before 
they. are brought hopae, and to thrqw away 
the head. . 

Ammodytes Tobianus, Sand Lance,, vulgarly 
called Sand Eel, and, when grown, Horn Eel. 

These make a dehcate fry, are little used 
by the natives for food, but much in request 
among the fishermen as bait for haddock, 
cod, &c. There are few upon our coasts, but 
plenty upon the coast of St Fergus, upon th^ 
property of James Ferguson, Esq. M. P. t' 

They are caught by scratching the sano 
with large iron hooks, A seine net was lately 
thrown out a considerable distance in the 
ocean, and in the bag was found Sand Eels 
of a foot long, rfnd three inches circumfe- 
rence. The fishermen called them large 
Horn Eels. 
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Ammodytes Tobianns Broadlandi^ the Great 
: JSiand Lance of Broadland* 

Of the fish here mentioned^ there have 
only been seen three specimens, for 40 years. 
The head is small in proportion to the size 
of the body ; the body is compressed, as in 
the common Sand Lance, but to a much 
greater degree ; the mouth of this fish re- 
sembles that of a Dorey, the eyes pearl, the 
pupil black, the diameter of the eye 2^ 
inches, the length of the fish 18 feet, the 
breadth betwixt back and belly 13 inches, 
scales silvery, figure resembling that of a 
spotted Blindy, thickness betwixt the two 
sides about 3^ inches, two feelers *or lines 
^rom the back part of its head. The taste 
of the fish equal to thfe' finest hef ring. 

Murdm Anguilia^ Cammm Eel. 

These are found in great numbers, both 
in the river Ugie, and in the harbour of 
Peterhead. 

Murana Cbngor, Congor Eel, commonly called 
Have Eel. 

Some few of these have been caught by 
our fishermen, at a considerable distance off 
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our heads^ but we have often foond them 
thrown on shore by a heavy storm of the 
sea. The taste of this fish resembles the 
ting/ but it is infinitely richer. 

JUGULARS. 

Gadus Carbonarius, Cote Fish^ vulgarly called 
^oggo^f Podling, Seath, Mar Seath, Cole 
Seath. 

These different names are given according 
to the age of the fish, viz. the Baggot is 
one year old, the Podling two, and so on 
according to their years. These fishes are 
to be found in great numbers upon our coast ; 
they appear in the harbour and creeks here 
about the month of May. They are then 
only about 1 ^ inches long, and not greater than 
a goose quill ; they sc^em to feed upon the 
t^ddrils and seed of the Fucii, and at times 
we find in their stomach the roe of the Sea 
Urchin and Common Crab. By the month 
of August and September they have attained 
to a size double that of a Gorgona An- 
chovy ; they then make a most delicate 
morsel, either broiled or fryed. The Pod» 
lings and Seaths ate cortimohly taught with 
the fly; they are spHt,saked, and dried. 
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and taste remarkably well. Matoy of the 
sedentary tradesmen here amuse themselves 
with catching these fish after the hours of 
their common labour is over ; and they fre- 
quently catch as many as will serve their 
family in oil and dry fish during th6 winter ; 
with the seine ten barrels have been caught 
at one haw], and have been sold at 4s. per 
boll. The Cole Fish, when full grown, and 
in season, tastes nearly like the salmon, but 
not so fat. 

Gadus BarbatuSf Whiting Pout, vulgarly cal- 
led Bargain. 

This delicate little fish is sometimes to 
be found here in the months of November 
and December. The taste of these is simi- 
lar to the whiting, but much firmer in the 
flesh, and more palatable. The fishermen 
who have been at the Barra-head fishery 
say they are plenty in the West highlands. 

Gadus Mustella^ Five^Bearded Cod, are 
sometimes to be met with here. 

^ • Gadus Tricuratus, Three-Bearded Cod. 

These, as well as the Gadus Mustella, are 
l^nown by the fisherpaen by the name of 
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Mlller^s Thumb. There are many of the 
young of both species to be found in pools 
at low water, spring ^tides, but we are only 
acquainted with one solitary specimen being 
taken with the hook. 

Gadus MerlanguSi Whiting. 

These are found in great numbers up6ti 
our coasts, especially in sandy bays/dur-^ 
ing the months of July, August^ and Sep- 
tember. This fish is so generally known 
that it need^ no fiirther description^ .. J. 

Gadm PollachiuSi Wfiiiing Pollack, vulgarly 
. called Ly the* 

Thiese frequent oiir coa&ts during, the Suia-^ 
mer ihoAths'i it is a sprightly fish, and takest 
the fly with great avidity. The taste is si- 
milar to the common whitings but much 
firmer add more delicious^ 

Gadus JEglistnus, Haddock 

Thesp. fishes are found upon our coast 
during thje whole y«ar* They deposit their 
. spawn in valleys in the ocean^ at a consider- 
able distano0 ffom the lapd; the young fry 
ar0 never found near the shore. The virgin

Perhaps no coaVt in B^ritain can exhibit 
st> grekt k Vlati6ty "dFth^e^fishes as tfhe epast 
abtfut Petefrhead ; and tfee^ fe mi 'a fti««*h 
of ttife ;^car btft sbttie ^f tbfefti A^ ih ^d^M^ii. 
The Rkttrty attd Scotitowft beads asfford a 
Tast'quantity ctf ti^Jttt^^^ Cbd, 
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or Red Cod, which aM^ nothing^ elst thao the 
common God, dyed \n the skia by tha fucii 
which they lodge arooiag&t. These Cod feed 
upon the young crabs« and the roe of the 
lump fish, and they partake much of the 
taste of their food ; they are in high estima- 
tion amongst all ranks of people, as they are 
much sweeter and firmer than the common 
codlings, of the same^iate; they sell from 
3d* to 6d. each* The large Cpd, called 
Keeling, are in season from Novetnber tUl 
the latter end of January, , Some hundreds 
of barrels of these fish are annually exported 
to London. The price paid by the inhabi- 
tants for one of these fishes is from Is. $d. 
to Is. 6d. each, the weight from 20 tp 35 
lbs. each. 

Gadus Molva, Ling, vulgarly called Stake, 
Ling'Jish. 

These are found upon our coasts at all 
seasons of the year, and of all sizes, from 
one year old, upwards; the young of this 
spawn are called by the fishermen Stakes, 
and the older ones are called Ling. ' The 
principal time for fy^ing the Ling is from 
the month of April until the end of Jui^ie ; 
the distance the boats go off Is from 13 miles

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to 40. Had the fishermen decked vessels, 
in place of open boats, to fish in, there is no 
doubt but a much greater number of this 
fish would be caught, than by the present 
piode of fishing. 

^lennius Cunnellus, Spotted Blenny, vulgarly 
failed Nine-eyed Eel. 

These are to be found in great plenty 
among the pools at low water mark, spring 
tides. They have n^ver been made use of 
by the inhabitants, 

Blermius Viviparus, Viviparous JBl^nny, vulgarly 
called Domicle. 
These are found in great numbers dur- 
ing the months of July, August, and 
September: several hundreds have been 
caught at one bawl of the seine net. They 
taste very much like the Murgsna Anguilla, 
or Conimon Eel. 

THORACICL 

Zeus Fabery the Doree, or John Dorie^ 

Of these fishes we have only seen two 
spepimens upon our coast ; and so very rare 
yipte^ t])ey thought, that the fisherwoippQ 
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who brought the first of them to market 
supposed her husband had caught the devil 
upon his line. With regard to the delicacy 
of this fish, I refer to Quin, the player. 

Gasterosteus Acukata^ Stickle Back, vulgartj^i 

called Banstickle. 

They are ifound in great numbers in pools 
amongst the rocks at high water, spring 
tides. These have never been made use of* 

Cottus Scorpius, Father Lasher^ vulgarly called 
C....J Plucier, Comper. 

These are to be found in vast numbers 
upon our shoresy but the ugly appearance of 
the fish deters the inhabitants from using 
them. We have tasted some of this species, 
which are similar to the salmon or salmon 
trout. 

Trigla Gurnardus, Grey Gurnard. 

These are found upon €>gfe|ifcoast dur- 
ing the summer months in gflp|uantities» 
They sell from 2d. to 66. per^fozen. The 
taste of th^ae resemble very much the Mac- 
kerel, but they are much superior in delicacy 
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of taste. They are generally skinned be- 
fore they are broiled. 

N. B. — ^This fish is different from the rest 
of its tribe : it makes a gurring kind of noise 
Mrhen it is dying ; it has likewise legs some- 
thing like a spider, by means of which it 
can walk upon an inclined plane* 

caltid Turbat. 

These fishes are found in great abun- 
dance off our coasts, from the month of 
April until the latter end of June, during 
which season they appear to be in their 
prime. When splits salted, and smoked, 
they are little inferior to salmon ; some of 
them have been boiled and pickled, in the 
same manner as kitted salmon, and the re- 
semblance was so near, that good jtidges 
would have mistaken the one fish for the 
other. They are sold clieaper here than in 
any other sea port in Scotland ; one of 2^6 
lbs. has been sold for 2s. and the general 
price, when cut up, is from a farthing to a 
half-penny per lb. The p0br people com- 
ihonly cut it up in small pieces ; they roast 
it upon the gridiron, and eat it with pota-

Several of these have been caught in th6 
harbour of Peterhead, but they are by no 
means a fish that is plenty upon our coasts. 

Pleuronecies Solea, Soal, vulgarly called 
Soal Plcuk. 

There is no doubt but these fishes are 
plenty upon our coa^t, as numbers are driven 
on shore by the winter storms. We see the 
Cormorant and Diver picking them up. 
They are shy at takmga bait, but if a troll 
net was 'employed/ there is no doubt but

These are ocoasionally met with upon our 
co&Htiii and are sold for the Rodden Fleuk, 
or Maxhnum ; it is a more beautiful fish 
than the former ; it wants the tubercles upofi 
the back. The flesh is not so delicate as 
that of the Maximum. 

Pleuronecies Variegaius, the Variegated Soal, or 
Spotted Soal. 

These are to be met with occasionally^ 
but they are a, rare fish. 
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PUuronectis Margaretla, Silver Soah vulgarly 
called Silver Fleuk. 

We have only seen one specinien of thfem 
here, but it was a large one, measuring tO 
inches froin head to tail^ and above 12 inches 
broad. 

JPleuronectes Buchanhavenensis. 

We have named this flounder after the 
sea-town from which we received it, and^ 
as we have never seen a description of a si- 
milar one, we shall be more particular in our 
notice of it The form of its body was simi- 
lar to the soaJ, but the head was much larger 
in proportion, and the h^k shorter and 
thicker ; the back and belly were rtiore 
convex than that of any other flounder that 
we are acquainted with, which made its ap« 
pearance more lumfpy than the common 
flounder; its back was dark brown, and the 
belly, in place of being white, as in other 
flounders, was a little lighter than the back, 
having scales of the same size upon it^ and 
a line through the centre.- 

Pleurmectes Passer. 

Eyes tipon the left side.-^Tbese fishes are 
often caught by the seine net in the har- 

€ 
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bour of Peterhead, Mr. Pennant considers 
them to be a. variety of the common floun* 
der, but they appear to us to be of a dif- 
ferent species. 

Pleuronectes FUssus, Flounder^ vulgarly called 
Fresh Water Fleuk, Salmon FleuL 

Vast numbers of these frequent our har- 
bour, especially after the arrival of the 
Greenland ships. They taste rank of whale 
oil. The Ythan produces excellent floun- 
ders. 

Pleuronectes Tuberculatus, Crooked Mouth. 

A great number of these fishes were 
caught in the seine net in Sandford bay. I 
have no description of this fish in any book 
of natural history which I am possessed of, 
but the fish is neither the turbot, nor the 
brill, although its figure is not very diffe- 
rent. The tubercles upon its back are much 
more conspicuous than in the Maximum, 
as they rise in a conical shape; whereas 
the tubercles of the Maximum are much 
flatter, and only raise the skin a very little 
above its common level. 
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Spqrus Rait Rigg, Toothed Gilt Head. 
A few specimens of this fish hare been 
driven on shore upon our coast, for two 
ar three years. They are a most beautiful 
fish, and their taste more delicate than the 
finest herring. 

Hippocampus, or Sea Horse. 

Its head bears resemblance to that of a 
horse ; it twists its body like an eel, is marked 
all over with circular incisions; and is in 
length about 9 inches ; the shape pentagonal ; 
they are seen in plenty during summer. 

Perca Fluviatilis, Perch. 

A few have been caught in the river Ugie, 
which have escaped from the ponds of Mr. 
Ferguson of Pitfour, M. P. They are not 
indigenous, 

Zeus Luna, King Fish, or Opah. 
X)nly one of this species has been caught 
tipon our coasts. It was caught by the 
fishermen of Boddom, about 30 years since. 

ilcomber, Mackerel. 

These 'appear upon our coast about the 
latter end of Augusf; and beginning of Sep*; 
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jbember, but they have not been got in plenty 
for many years. The plrice bears no pro- 
portion to that of other fishes : they are 
commonly bought by the higher classes as 9* 
rarity. 

Scomber Trachurus, Horse Mackerel, or Scadj 

We have seen a kw specimens of th^se 
Bshes, but they are rare. 

Mugli OphaluSf the Mullet. 

These have frequented pur coasts for seve- 
ral years: they have never been caught 
upon lines, and appear to liv^ upon the 
fucii. A number of them were caught in 
a seine net, which had a bag in the centre 
1 8 fe^t deep^ an,d 36 feet |oQg: the main 
body leaped over the bolt ropes of the netj^ 
and made their escape. What were caught 
in the . bag of the seine were conveyed in 
pails to a fish pond, but they jumped from 
the pails upon the ro^d; and when they 
were put intp the pond| numbers of them 
jumped out upon the rocks, and from thence 
into the sea ; so that out of 9 or 10 dozen 
which were put into the pond, there wpye n& 
above l^ pjr 2Q rem^iped. 
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ABDOMINALTS, 

Esox Belone^ Gar Fish, vulgarly called Goup- 
nie. Green Bone. 

This has been a rare fish upon our coast, 
for many years. These fishes sejem to fre- 
quent the deepest water in the north sea,, 
and are to be found in vast numbers off the 
coast of Norway ; the taste of these fishes is 
9L mixture betwixt Mackerel and Herring. 

Esox.Luciqs, Common Pike. 

These are found iii the Loch of Slains, 
near this place, in great abundance. 

Clupea Harengus; the Herring. 

These fishes are so well known, that it 
will be unnecesrary to give any particular 
description of them. For these several years 
they have frequented our coast in such num- 
bers, that they defy all calculation : had 
there been boats and nets in sufficient quan- 
tities, thousands of barrels might have beea 
caught, that were allowed to escape. The 
herring in this country are used either 
roasted or boiled: on the continent, they 
»re used raw, with bread and butter ; they 
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prove an excellent. tonic* when used in this 
way : in the West India islands, they are 
used by the negroes, as a sauce for their 
yams and plantains. 

Clupea Pikhardus^ Pilekard. 

These are found in our bay during the 
whole year, but they are by no means a 
plentiful fish. 

' Ciprintit F^fxjnus, Minnow, or Minnin^ 
These are found in great numbers, in 
the rivulets of this neighbourhood. 

Salmo Fario, Trout, the River Trout, vuU 
garly called Bum Trout,, Yellow Trmt. 
These are found in great numbers in all 
our rivulets. 

Salmo Trutta, Sea Trout, or Finnock. 
These are found in great abundance in the 
river Ugie, from the month of July to 
March. 

Sahno Trutta Magnus Marina, the Great Sea 
Trout, Bull Trout, or Camdow, Tail Hie 
the Cod. 

Some of these trouts are occasionally 
caught m the salmon nets. About 50 years 
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ago one was caught in a herring net, whieli 
weighed about 48 lbs. ; another was caught 
in the Ugie/ with a fly, weighing 3^ lbs* 
One was bought last year weighing 18 lbs. ; 
it was pickled, and tasted more delicious 
than a salmon. 

Salmo Salar, Common Salmon., 
Are found in plenty in our bays, and in 
-the river Ugie, 

Saimo Starilinus, Char. 
These are found in the ponds of Pitfour. 

Ciprinus Carpio, Carp. 

These are found in great abundance in 
the ponds of Pitfour. 

Ciprinus Tinco, Tench. 

These are found likewise in the ponds 
of Pitfour, where they seem to thrive and 
breed. 

AMPHIBIA. 

Tetrodon Lumpusy Lump Fish, vulgarly called 
Cock Paddle, Paddle Cock ; female, four 
times as big as the mate, called Husk. 

These fishes generally make their appear- 
ance upon our coast about the month of 
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March* during which month, and the month 
of April, thqy deposit their spawn, or ova. 
As we have it in our power tcf give a more 
cornect account of these fishes than any that 
has been as yet published, we shall nar- 
rate the whole facts, as they appeared to 
us:-^A Male and Female were put into 
an encl6sed pond ; the hen was. full of roe, 
and the cock full of saddle ; but as this is an 
expression that may not be generally under- 
stood, it will be proper, in the first place, to 
consider this fish in the same light as we do 
a common hen : the hen lays one egg in 26 
hours, the fish lays 10,000 in the same 
period; but these eggs contain only the red, 
called vital ovale ; the male fish contains in 
his body the white^ or albuminous part. As 
soon as the female had deposited the egg, 
or spawn, which was of a bright fttimson 
colour, and was fastened to the rock by 
some strong cement, the Cock made five 
impressions with his nose in the roe, and re- 
gularly, at the end of two hours, he shifted 
from one of these dimples to another, the 
roe changing colour every day, from rose 
colour to white, from white to a dirty white, 
and at last almost to a black colour. The 
poor fishes were so much exhausted, thnt 
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thef begaa to feed upon thext jpuDg : 
mth a hand net we took them out of the 
j»oa4 and p\xt them into the <jvenxiaB ocean. 
The Cock Paddle^ when in primes is a 
most delicate morsel; the taste resembles 
the richest salmon, united with that of mot-- 
ton : the roe of this fish is most insipid. 
We believe that these ifishes feed iipon thef 
fucii, as it is a ta^e instance of any being 
caught upon the line with Common bait 

Euia Batis. Skate or Plaifr, 

Thteae are found in gi«at abundanc€i 
upon our coasts^ and appear to be in their 
highest degree of perfection during the 
spring months* 

Raia Clavata, Thotnback, State. 

These are found in great plenty upon our 
coasts during the greatest part of the year, 

JL&pkius PiscMoriui, Ctimmon Angler ^ vulgarly 
coiled Fishing Frog, Kethicki or Sea Devil. 

These are occasionally found upon our 
coasts, in the months of March and ApriL 
What we have observed have generally lost 
their bait and lines^ whieh is the only means

by which they get their subsistence. Sonie 
few have been occasionally caught upon the 
fishermen's lines. They are by far the most 
hideous looking fish that are to be found 
upon our coast : no person has had the re- 
solution to taste these fishes. 

Squalus Sguattna^ Angel Shark. 

These are sometimes found on our coasts, 
but they are a rare fish. 

Squalus Canicula^ Lesser Spotted Sharks Cat 
Fish, or Bounce, vulgarly called Blind 
Eye. 

We have seen some of these species upon 
our coasts, but they are a rare fish. 

Squalus Acanthius, Dog Fish. 

These are found in great numbers upon 
our coast during the whole of the year, but 
particularly in the latter end of summer. 
They are caught principally upon account 
of the livers, which yield a great quantity 
of excellent lamp oil. The bodies are cdm- 
monly sold to the farmers as dung, although 
formerly they were cured and dried upon 
the rocks: they were sold at the rate of 
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three, for a half-penny. They taste like 
kippered salmon : the fresh Dog, when 
done in the pan, is similar to veal cutlet* 

Squalus MaximuSf Basking Sharks vulgarly 
called Sun Fish. 

We have occasionally seen some speci* 
mens of these fishes upon our coast ; they 
grow to a large size, and the liver yields oil 
of an excellent quality, little inferior to the 
oil of the Spermaceti whale. 

Squalus Comucubus, Portugal !$hark^ vulgarly 

called Sheer Dog. 

We occiasionally meet with a few of these 
upon our coast, but they are rather a scarce 
fish, 

VERMES. 

Sepia Officinalis^ Ink Fish, vulgarly called 

Hosack.

There are numbers of these fishes upon 
our coast : we see ttiem driven on shore in 
numbers during the heavy storms in winter; 
sometimes we find them adhering to the 
lead or sinker of the fisherman's hand llne^ 
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f^ OF FISHES, 

These €i^ei change colour instantaneously ; 
they Sometimes discharge from their mouth 
a quantity of a dark inky kind of liquor, 
which obscures their bodies : their appear- 
ance in the water is simitar to a young child. 
They are not eaten in this place» but in the 
niore southi^q. )atitpde8» whei^e thay are of 
a larger size, tbey aire said -to resemfala in 
taste the cQmmm lobster. 

$epia Loliga, S^a Sleevf, Anker Fi^b^ vulgffriy 
, called Flost 

Are often driven on shore by winter* 
storms ; and sometimes (but rarely) found 
swi^pdfBing in th^ harbour. We believe they 
9f0 ^milar in taste to the former. The cod 
fish seems to be very fond of it, as we fyiA 
them often in the stomach of that fish. 

Medusa Cruciata, Medusa's head, Loch Xjub-^ 
bertan^ or Fyke. 

Jlfe(/u^a fduriia^ Sea Nettle, called likewise

Medusa Capilala, Sea Lungs, vulgarly called 
Sea Ribbims. 
Are found in great plenty upon the surface 
of the ocean during the summer months. 

AHrea Rubens, Five Fingered Star FkK ^uU : 
garly caUed Carie Fwt^ 
Are fouqd in great abundance. 

Astrea Ophiura, Double Star^Fish* 
Are also found in great plenty. 

Astrea AUra, Three Fingered Star Fish. 
Much longer and smaller .than the others, 
ailB the animal more active-^rare. 

Lumbricus Marinus, Sea Worm, vulgarly called 
Lug. 
Are found in abundance in spots of sand 
and gravely amongst the cliffs of rocks, in 
the bottom of the harbour, &c. They make 
excellent bait for flounders, haddocks, and 
cod. The spawn or egg of this worm is the 
size of a hazel nut, pellucid, and pf a light 
green colour. 

APTERA. 

I^chinus Marinus, Sea Hedge Hog, Sea l/r^ 
chin, or Sea Egg, vulgarly called Pifie Pot. 
These are found in great abundance near 

the harbour jxioutht in deep water, amongst 
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the tangle roots. Their taste resembles the 
wilk : they are not eaten by the inhabitants. 
They stain the fingers purple : the shell is 
used for ornacqent. 

Cancer Pargurus, Common Crab, vulgarly cal- 
led Roddick, Par ton. 

Are found in great plenty ; they are ex- 
cellent food. 

Cancer Varigatus, Spotted Crab, vulgar It/ called 
Med Rider, Green Spung Piller, Mettock, 
' Asick, Need, according to their state. 

Thes? are found in great abundance all 
along our coasts. They are used as fish bait, 
but never as food . they make the best bait 
when in the piller and mettock state. 

Cancer Aranaeus, Spidet Crab, vulgarly called 
Deep Sea Crab, Lobster Toad. 

These are found in abundance in lobster 
creels :* they are neither used for food nor bait. 

Cancer Araene, Sand Crab. 

These, differ from the other Crabs in the 
figure pf their body : claws thinner, broader, 
and more pelucid; four pincing claws in 
place of two. 
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Cancer Bernhardus, Bernard or Hermit Crab. 

These are found in abundance during the 
summer months^ occupying the shells of the 
smaller buckles ; and large ones are caught 
upon the fishermen*s lines off at sea. 

Cancer Gammarus, Lobster. 

Formerly they were caught in great abun- 
dance^ but of late they have been rather 
scarce. They have advanced in price from 
Id. to Is. each. 

Cancer Astacus, Cray Fish. 

These are to be found frequenting deep 
pooH ^t low water spring tides. 

Cancer SquiUa, Shrimp, vulgarly called Sand 
Clapper. 

These are found in abundance in lakes 
or pools, on the sands of St. Fergus. 

Cancer Horridus^ Horrid Crab. 

These we find occasionally in the stomach 
of a cod ; their shape resembles the spider 
crab, but the back is beset with large tub- 
ercles, which give it a very ugly appear- 
ance. 
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PuteUa Vulgata^ Cammon Limpet. 

Are found in great abundance all along 
the coast* They are used as bait for cocU 
haddock, &c. 

JHfytellus Edulis, Common Muscle. 

Are found in great abundance off our 
heads, for many miles, in lengrti and breadth. 
They are four times as large as those found 
• in rivers ; the flesh is redder, but the taste is 
similar. Very fine muscles are brought here 
from the river Y than. 

Myteltus MMrgaritifferUt Pearl Muscle^ vul^ 
garly called Pearl Shell, River Muuk, 
Fresh Water Muscle. 

These are very abundant both in the 
Ugie and the Ythan ; and formerly aaany 
valuable pearls were obtained ; but they 
have riot been fished for to any extent For 
many years. 

Cardium Edule, Common Cockle. 

A few are to be found in the south har- 
bour. They are to be got in abundance in 
the river Ythan. 
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Mactra Stuttorum^ Simple Mactra^ vulgarly 
callid Clam. 
A few of these are found in the south 
harbour ' of Peterhead ^ 

Murex Corntus, Long Wilk, ^vulgarly caUed 
Deep Sea Buckie. 

Are often found upon the fishermen's 
long lines. They are used as bait for cod. 

Turbo LitloreuSf Perriwinkle, vulgarly called 

Wilk. 

When boiled, they are a delicate morsel : 
they are also used as a bait Found in great 
plenty : shell black. 

Turbo Duplicatus, White Pyramidal Wilk. 

Very bad for food; and fishes will not taste 
them. 

N. B. — The roe of the Wilk resembles 
Potatoe Oats. 

Labrus Tinea, Wrasse, vulgarly called Sea 
Swine. 
This fish is the most beautiful of all the 
finny tribe which inhabit our shores ; it is

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stiripied tra1ls^i^seiy with the ttioet beatitiful 
colours, viz. blue, green, gold, and red ; and 
its tail resembles that of the -peacock. The 
fish tastes very much like whiting : ibey 
weigh in general from 3 to 4 lbs. each. It 
ii9(akes a squeakfiig noise wfafeto caiight, 
much resembling a young pig ; hence the 
Scotch name. 
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Of the Marine Fucii vip have a, very gre^t 
variety. During heavy gales of wind in 
winter^ several thousand tons are driven on 
shore ^niiually : i^d^dj, the qaantity is so 
great, that there axt npt ift g^wral hpjs^s, 
and q^rts sqfficient; tp, carry Qfftbe one half

Fucus Serraius Fr^ndi^ Serrated Fueus, 

Grows near the low«-water mark of the 
tides, and is one of the varieties used in 
making kelp ; it yields less kelp than nost 
of the other Tapleties. It is less liable to 
deoemposition than any of the rest, hence it 
js used to coveP' lobsters, and other shell 
fish, when it is wished to keep them alive 
for some time. 
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36 OF MARINE plants; 

Fucus Vesiculosus Frondi Plana, Bladder 
Fucus, or Bobby Ware. 

In abundance. — It does not grow so far 
down as the former: it yields a greater 
quantity of kelp. 

Fucus Vesiculosus Frondi Plana Dichoioma, 
Yellow Bobby Ware. 

Found at half tide. The pods are full of a 
substance similar to glue; it makes excellent 
kelp. As a manure, it is superior to any 
of the former. It is used in Jura and Skye 
as a winter food for cattle. 

Linnaeus informs us, that the inhabitants 
of Gothland, in Sweden, boil this fucus in 
water, and, mixing therewith a little qoarse 
meal or flour, feed their hogs with it; for 
which reason they call it Swine-tang. 

Pr. Russel found the saponaceous liquor 
or mucus, in the vessels of this plant, to h^ 
ap excellent resolvent, extremely serviceable 
in resolving all scorbutic and jk^rophulous 
swellings of the glands : even schirrosities, 
he says, in women*s breasts, have been dis- 
pelled by it.

JFucus Fr.ondi Palmiatus Plana, Fucus IXulus^ 
Dulse, or Dilse. 

Tills fucus is found in considerable quan- 
tities all along our coasts, and of different 
colours, and siies, in the leaf. The short 
purple-leaved dilse is esteemed the best ; the 
large gillard; or'green-leaved dilse, appear to* 
contain fully as much saccharine matter as 
the other, but they are hot so tender : 
they are to be found at Craig Ewan, near 
the mouth of the Ugie. The best shprt 
dilse comes from Boddom and Longhaven : 
the less they are exposed to the rays of the 
sun, they taste the better. They are gene- 
rally eaten here fresh : some people roast 
them, and they eat tolerably well. The 
plan used in roasting dilse is as follows : — 
They are put into a plate, and the lower 
ends of a pair of tongs are heated in the 
fire until they assume a red appearance; 
they are then squeezed with this until they 
are properly done, which is known by 
their assuming a dark olive green ap- 
pearance. 
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Fucus Fromdi Ptthnata DigUaluSf ftngired 
Fucus, vulgarly called Carle Tangle, and 
Common Small Black Tangle.

Fucus Sacharinus Frondi, Sugar Fucus^ or Sea 
Belt, vulgarly called Witches^ 

Is found in great abundance along the 
whole of our coast The Icelanders make 
pottage of this fucus, when boiled in milk : 
they soak it in fresh water, and dry it, and 
produce a kind of white sugar, which 
they eat with bread and butter. Th^ir 
cattle feed and get fat upon it, but it hurts 
the flavour of their meat. 

Fucus Fronditus Pinnatifidus^ J(xgged Fucus^ 
vulgarly called Pepper Dilse. 

These are found growing upon a kind of 
half decomposed granite rocks, at half tide 
down. They are excellent in the spring 
months, resembling greatly the taste of the 
common dilse, mixed with pepper; but in 
the summer and autumn months they are 
not eatable, having lost their flavour, and 
turned quite soft and unpleasant. 

Ulva Plana Umbilicilis, I^avel Laver, Sloke, 
or Slake. 
Is found in great abundance, upon the 
rocks, near the Ugie mouth. It is used, in 
the spring months, stewed in a pot, with a 
little butter, and is allowed to be most excel- 
lent food.

In the General Convention of Boy.al Burghs of Scot- 
landy holden at the Burgh of Edinburgh^ upon the 
fifth day of July^ one thousand seven hundred and 
thirty-five years^ by the Commissioners therein 
conveened: 

Tk£ which day theM was presented to the GonvenUon, 
9k petitiion from the Governors of the Merchants.' . Maiden 
. Hospital oi i^ldinburgb, sup^iors of the tow9 of Peterhead, 
Ibr themaelves, and in name an4 b^lf of the inbabitanta of 
..^ said town, shewing. That the harbours of Peterhead 
are natarally the best situated foir . the accommodation of 
ahippingy. and eonveniency of trade and navigation, of any 
on the eastwi coast of Scotland, were they in such, condi^ 
tion as to receive ships of burden, or such ships in safety 
after they are got in, which they are not, in stormy wea« 
ther, especially/ from the east, in their present condition. 
The harbours being so shaken by the violence of the storms 
these several winters past, that the great south pier has 
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with much diflicalty and expenee been hithertapred^rreci; 
and ^hich, hj Tasking an addition to the said sbiith pier «f 
^bottt fifty foot to the westward, and blowing up* the rocks 
within the harbour, would be capable of reeeiring diips of 
burden; atid containing a great flumber -of «hip» with absokite 
Safety, and thereby render them of lUUTCrsal benefit to 
trade and navigation in general, as wdlas -advaiitageous to 
the place. That these harbours were, and are still of -ex- 
traordinary use and advantage to all Mips saili^ on tile 
north coast, as well as trading to and from the reinotesjL 
parts, particularly in times of storm ^md tempest.; and more 
especially against the insults- and hazards of French ships of 
war, and privateers, with which these seas wete mbch in- 
fested during the war, and no doubt would stMl be on- the 
like occasion, which put the inhabitants to vast charges, 
not only in maintaining the harbours and bulwarks, but al- 
so by keeping constant guards, with cannon, arm6,'and>aBi- 
munition, for defence of ships as came into them, as well 
as of the town and adjacent country : neither are those har- 
bours of less conseqnence in time of peace, especially after 
a great run of herrings in the firths, it being notour, that 
ships coming from the Baltick and eastern coasts, and mak- 
ing the shore with westerly winds, can fetch the harbour of 
Peterfiead, when they can take no other port in Britain ; 
on which occasions the harbours are so crowded with sfaijis, 
that vessds coming into the bay have frequently been forced 
to put to sea again, for want of a clear birth in the har- 
bour, as was the case of Thomas Cousens of Alloway, anno 
1720, who, for want of room in the harbour, was forcedto 
sea, and never more heard of. Several other instances of 
this kind might be brought, as well as arguments, to pnwe 
the general use and benefit of these harbours, which the pe- 
titioners conceived to be unnecessary to trouble the Honour- 
able Convention with, whom they know not be unacquainted 
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with than : Otly thej beg leave to notice, that upon such 
considerations as are above set forth, the deceast William, 
Earl Mariscball, obtained an act of the Privy Council of 
Scotland for a voluntary contribution, to be collected within 
all the parish chmdies of the three Lothians, and be north 
Forth, in the year one thousand seven hundred and five ; as 
• •did likewise the petitioners, from the honourable Conven- 
tion, for a Tolttotary contribution through all the royal 
burghs of Scotland, in the yeu: one thousand seven hundred 
and twenty nine ; neither of which ever took effect, the 
first being soon followed by the Earl's death, and the other 
frustrated by a difierence that happened between the peti- 
tionei^, the superiors, and the feuars of Peterhead, arising 
from some circumstances, both too tedious and improper to 
be here mentioned, which is now happily removed: but 
then as the petitioners are sensible of the disadvantages they 
would labour under, should they begin now to set about the 
execution of an act or warrant of so old a date, they hum- 
bly presumed to apply to have it removed, by an act of the ' 
Honourable Convention, and begged leave shortly to inform 
them, that the fund for support of those harbours, arising 
only firom some petty i^ustoms and shore dues, is so small^ 
that all the credit they could raise upon it, and for which it 
stands mortgaged for three years, with the assistance of the 
inhabitants, who contributed to the utmost of their power^ 
for support of the harbours, as Well knowing, that, should 
they go to ruin, the town must be deserted of course, which 
(if not speedily prevented, was too likely to be its fate) was 
not sufficient to raise a buli^'ark, which was absolutely ne- 
cessary for defence of the south pier, and which, not being 
finished, was entirely demolished by the great storm from 
the east that happened in the end of September and begin- 
ning of October last. Craving that it might therefore please 
the Honourable Convention to take the premises to serious 
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consideration, and to grant the petitioners a warrant and 
recommendation for a voluntary contribution through all the 
royal' burghs of Scotland, for the support of^ ^nd making 
the necessary additions to the said harbours^ in such man- 
ner, and upon giving such security as to thtioi should seem 
proper, as the petition bears. 

Which being consideied by the Convention, and they 
being satisfied that the said harbour is in the bad conditioa 
rqiresented in the^ petition, and how useful it would be. to 
all ships trading to the north, were it put hi repair^ do 
therefore earnestly recommend to all the burghs of Scotland 
to contribute their assistance towai^.the repairing the said 
harbour, by collecting voluntary contributions within their 
several burghs^ in such a manner as the Magistrates shidl 
think propier ; and appoint the said collections to be Sent 
up, and paid in to William Tod, jun. merchant iti. Edin- 
burgh, and present (reaiurer to the sidd Hospital,- to be api. 
plied for the reparati<m of the said harbour, at the direction 
%i the governors of the said Hospital.

shipping ; and as we are of opinion that a declaration &oin 
us, who are known to the usefohiess and benefit which the 
reparation of the harbour of Peterhead may and will be td 
trade in general, will be of some consequence in promoting 
so necessary and ch^table a work, and will procure con- 
tribu^ons ii^ ^ more Ubeml way. from all trading and sea- 
faring people we do therefore, by these, s^ttest the neces- 
sity of repairing the harbour of Peterhead by a yoluntary 
contribution, and do recommend the saipe to all concerned, 
as tending not only to the benefit of this nation, but of all 
those who hav(^ opcasiqn tiq trade in the north seas.

At Edihburph, the, fifteenth day of February, one, 
thousand seven hundred an^ thirty-eight years. — The Lord 
ProYOst, Magistrates, and Counci], with the Deacons of 
Crafts, Ordinary and Extraordinary, in Council assembled. 
A Petition by the Governors of the Merchant Maiden Bos^* 
pital, and Mary Erskine^ superiors of the town of Peter- 
head, in behalf of the said town, was read, setting f urth. 
That in the year one thousand seven hundred and thirty-five, 
the petitioners obtained an act of the Convention of the 
Royal Burghs for a voluntary contribution, to be collected 
through all the royul burghs of Scotland, for support of the 
harbours of Peterhead, and for the reasons set furth in their 
petition to the said Convention, ingrost iit their act pro- 
duced, and to which they referred.

The improvements are as follows : — 

1 ..—Several additions built to the great south pier, about 
60 feet long, and 30 feet high, with a buttress at the soutli- 
west corner^ with a number of great rocks laid at the back 
of it« 

2— The channel widened to 90 feet, with a great manjr 
rocks dug out of the basoa of the harbour. 

3. — ^A pier built on the north side for the conveniency of 
fixing pauls ; all which^ with the charge of a lighter, . tuns, 
fixing a cran on the pier head for heaving up stones from the 
channel, (being frequently much damaged by winter storms), 
and other necessary instruments for the work, by the trea- 
surer's accompts, amounts to above £.450 sterling, fi)r ad- 
vancing £.200 whereof thefeuars have been obliged to grant 
their private securities, until they can be reimbursed out of 
the public fund, 

4. — A pier on the west side, begun anno 1 738, the foun- 
dation whereof is 400 feet long, one third whereof is finished. 
The charge of this yearns work, bdng about £«200 sterlinfr, 
is mostly cleared by the voluntary contributions of Aber- 
deen, and the other northern burghs T)etwixt that and In- 
verness. 

The abcyve being a stMe of the harbour as it pvesentlj 
stands, it jremaiHis to diow what is indii^Bsably neces^ry 
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to he done for rendering the south barbonr safe and acces- 
sible. 

1. — The west pier is to be finished in the same manner 
as begun. 

2. — ^That all the rocks within the pier heads be blown op, 
dug out, and carried awaj. 

3.^—That the passage the sea now makes betwixt the 
town and Keith-inch be entirely closed up, ^hich is to be 
done with the stones and rubbish taken oi^t of the bottom 
of the harbour. 

4— That the carrying of rocks with the tuns and lighter 
be continued at the back of the south pier, until such a 
quantity is laid down as will render the pier fencible against 
the sea, in all weathers. 

5.— A beacon of iron to be placed on the west rocks, at 
the entry of the harbour. 

When all is completed^ the harbour will be accessible in 
rery bad weather, and may contain from sixty to eighty sail 
of ships in absolute safety ; and in the channel there may be 
nine or ten feet water at lowest neap tides^ and at spring 
tides from twelve to fifteen feet.

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MEMORIAL 

VROM 

The Merchants^ Shipmasters^ and principal InhahiHin^s 
of Peterhead J concerning the HaHfOur of Peterheaii. < 

As safe and commodious harbours nje of the greatest iiii« 
portance to the nation, and much wanted on the east coast 
of Scotland; and as the harbour of Peterhead, in the 
county of Abei:deen, l^U 67^ 30^, remarkable fvom its eas« 
tern situation, is capable of the most useful improvem^Kts, 
^nd when improved as hereafter proposed, will be of very- 
great t:onsequencQ to the trade of this country, and uayigsu 
tion in general, the m^uorialists be^ leaye to. recommend 
thq consideration thereof to the attention of the publick* .> 
. Its port, or rather two ports, looking south and north, 
hitherto very serviceable tp small vessels, are divided by a 
shallow channel. TJie south port is covered, to the east^.b^ 
\9p. island called Keith*inch, or JBuchabness, pa which thece 
is an. old. castle, and formerly a battery ^ and that to the 
tiorth by a rocky island called Greehhill. 

The. south port is accessible w ith almost all winds, fgad at 
present large enough to contain from fifty to jsixty ^il of 
small vessels in fair water; but in $outh-east storms, the 
:0hip8 b^kt excessive hard,. aud in low tides ;u3& oftem be-^ 
Heaped, sa tha.t loaded vessels who draw a^ove ten feet wa- 
ter, are obliged to ke^ the sea in stoi^my weather. . when 
jhey coul4 easily take the hsMrbpur, were there water to re- 
ceive them; and thereby not only f^cilit^te theip voyage, 
but also avoid fatal consequences which often follow. 

In the bay is good anchoring ground, where ships of any 
burden can ride secure from most winds, except the east ; 
^d if they should happen at any time to be so far engaged 
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•with' easterly winds, as not to be able to work out of the 
• haj, if t^ piers were built, the bason dug out, and some 
. caimoa planted on Keitfa-ineh, whieh it is hoped Govern- 
xoent. will find expedient, ships can fun for the harbour, 
. where they will lie alike secure against both enemies and 
weather. . 

The coasting ships from south and north, with westerly 
winds, are takep short at Peterhead; and foreign ships 
from North America, Hudson's ^^^y, Greenland, the Bal- 
tic, and eastern coast^ making the shore with these winds, 
as well as ships drove from the coast of England^ and many 
ports in Scotland, can fetch the harbour of Peterhead, when 
they can 'no other in this side. 

The town afibrds capable and ready pilots, not only for 
piloting into the harbour, but for conducting ships to othgr 
places ; and as it may be called a nursery for sailors and 
fi&hermeii, and lies in a populous and jdentiful country, ships 
can always be supplied at Peterhead with hands, provisionsif 
and Qtjier necessaries. 

This critical point, or head land, being a rendezvous for 
tradug^. ships, is consequently, in time of war, very much 
frequented by French privateers, and on that account the 
only station where sloops of war and revenue vessels can be, 
of the greatest service and protection ; for it is remembered, 
that last war there was scarce a week that captures were 
, not made, a/id* vessels chased, in sight of Peterhead ; and 
that many of the last were actually saved by the shelter of 
the harbour, among others, the Wilmington of Leith, Cap- 
tain Murray,^ master, from. Jamaica, with sugar and rum, 
who being chased into the entry of the harbour by 4t French 
privateer, upon the inhabitants appearing in her defence, the 
privateer made off. 

These, and many other considerations, joined to the de* 
payed 9tate of the piers, and th.e hopes of publick aid, in-*- 
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iac9i die aieniorialisCfi, about five yesrs age, to

purpose ; the expence whereof, acooidiDg to an estixaate

estimate bepeto ^ufinexed. * 

By this iniprovemeBt the depth <ff watnr Hvili ^be hi- 
•creased to twenty-'two feet at tk^ oater4iead^ in orcBnarjr 
Rowings at spring tides ; the harbour laipafeletfO rec ei ve aand 
contain in absohite sc^ety, the 'largest trac^g diips 4n the 
%jiigdoni, sloops of war, (and even coasting ^^i^skB M 4ow 
wat^r in neap tides), and in a partijcular naanoer ^dapk^S to 
iiccommodate the revenue cuttera presently building ; for, as 
•already said, this head land is their prineipai irtation and 
look-out ; and there is no other harbour between the two 
friths where they can be so cctoveniently tdieltered^ and^iave

HARBOUR OF PETERHEAD, 

JgneMy f a Plan and SeOioiu therttf^ defigtud ^ Jmot Rniflne, Ay. 
if Londem! Ch&'Bngfneer. 

Peterhead is situated in 57^ 30' north latitude, and l^' 2Sf 
east l<ingitude, and is the most easterly promontoiy of land 
in Scotland. The harbour is formed by two small isbnds 
lying off the main land ; but these have been joined to it by 
a road or causeway, which divides it into two, and forms a 
north and south harbour. The southembarbour is defended, 
from the jsea by a pier at the southern end of the iskmd, caU 
led Keith-inch, and the entrance to the harbour is at the 
western end of the pier, 'very close in by the shore. Then^ 
is a pier on the ^est side, close by the town, and nearly at 
right angles to the former, having a return^head of about 20 
yards in length, and opening inward, so that it leaves a space 
between and the south pier^ of %6 or 27 yards wide, which 
is the entrance to the harbour. 

The bay of Peterhead extends for about half a mile west* 
vrard of the entrance, and Salthouse-head lies something 
more than three-fourths of a mile south-west of the bai^ 
bour; south of Salthouse-head is another bay about the 
same depth, from thence, as the former, and this again is 
boujided on the south by Boddom-head, which is about a 
;nile and a quarter south of Salthouse-head, between and 
which lies Invemettie bay. This latter head Ues aboiH 
S. S. W. from Peterhead, and distant about two miles. In 
cither of these baj's, therefore^ vessiels may be completely 
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sheltered Irom all winds coming from points west of S.S. Vf. 
andN.N.E.; bat sls the shores are very bold and rocky^ 
• thej are dangerous to. anchor in, with stormy weather and * 
easterly winds. In westerly and' northerly winds the har- 
bour is easy of access, but in south-easterly wind^ and 
stormy weather, it is not only exceedingly difficult, if. not 
impracticable to enter, but even unsafe within. The waves 
ia -these winds break maiiy miles to seawar^ in ten and 
twelve fiithoms water^ and roll along the south pier with 
great impetuosity, breaking on thetrocky side of the bay to 
the westward of the harbour raou^h, and recoiling into it, 
so as to occasion grs^t agitatiDn within ; vessels, therefore, 
in attempting to enter, are oftCB wrecked^ and those within 
are so tossed about as to occasion damage. Sheltered, there- 
fcffe, as the harbour seems to be, by the construction of the 
piers, yet in fact it has not been found to be so. 

A harbour should be constructed with an entrance as ac« 
cessible as possible from the sea, because in stormy weather 
vessels approaching it ai*e often, by the ground swell, ren- 
dered very difficult to manage, and when they are obliged 
to work round nearly at right angles to their course, as 
they must do to enter this harbour, it is extremely difficult 
to prevent them from receiving damage. The exposure of 
the mouth to the recoil of the waves, from the rocky shore 
west of it, is also a great obstruction, so that it appears to 
tne on the whole, this harbour has been injudiciously con- 
structed, both for the safety pf vessels entering, and for 
their security when in the haibour. Experience has proved 
that entrances land-locked, as that at Peterhead is, instead 
of gaining the object in view, namely, of quieting the waves^ 
when they rebound from the adjoining shore, often increase 
them ; and therefore it is better to give such a form to the 
piers that guard the harbour, to prevent the entrance of tho 
'reflected waves, than to land-lock it, so as to expose th^ 
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moath to tbem. Had die south pi^ been conslnieted with 
a return kant, such as is r ep r es e n ted by die dotted Ubei 
1^2; aad had aoother pier been built from the traMemisidey 
like that represented by the dotted Ibes 3,> ; althoof^ the 
eatraaee would ha^e been apparently mere exposed to the 
sea, yet it would have been moeh easier of access for tes. 
mksj and been more quiet within. Sueh a oeostiveliM 
would now be both difitutt and incenwiment to adept, and 
therefiare may at poreseait be uaadviseaUe ; I say at ptesent, 
because dbonld the nortbon harbour be improved, these can 
be done without much inconvemence. It strikes me, that 
the most proper plan to be adopted new, will be to ett^ 
the return pier, or jetty^faead, about 60 feet m the same 
diieetion nearly as the present jetty, and to take away all 
the abrupt walfo and projections fMn the east«n side of Uie 
harbonr, opposite thereto, aad for some smafl distance within 
the line of its direction, as for as the south wing of thebal. 
last quay, slanting off the shore of Keith-inch island, gently 
and rc^arly, so that the recoiling waves may ^pend diek 
force thereon, in place of running up the harbour, and agi* 
tating the whole of it. Such an extendon may -be doiie 
withoirt: much inconvenience to the sbipp'^ng, and will 
greatly quiet the harbour. T%:b jetty wffl^cest about £.500-. 
'Hie slanting beach ivill he useful at times, in assisting to 
"Stop a vessel's way in entering the haibour ; aoid from the 
eKpeiieuce I have had, is much better ealcidated toikstrey 
the force of the waves, than any other construction I have 
seen* 

The next matarial object of consideration is, that of 
^eepeomg the harbour, which at presmt cannot well acoom-. 
inodate vessels drawing m<»e than 12 feet water in spring 
tides, but in neaps is not sufficient. To render this har- 
bour more extensively useful, it would be adviseaUe to have 
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17 0r 18 feet wat^ oyw tlie giefttot pari; of its bpttm^ 
and partieutoriy aloaf tb^ west ^usij* 
. Bj Mr* James Arbuthnot's sQtuKUBgfti there appears to 
He 18 feet watei^ at the eotraoce» ^t the t^p of an ordinary 
quruig tide ; hut oiily 14 at the eastern extremity of the 
jetty of th^ wfst pier ; from thence it gradually diminiflheg 
to the head> oit north end of thcf harbour i now^ lyere about 
foiur feetv or four feet and a half, taken off the botton^ a%er 
tb0 whole harbpuir, except where the slanting beach is pro* 
posedy |h|9 wof4d give all tlie depth that could for ordinary 
porpoies of trade be wanted* The amount of this would 
piNibably be sjbout 30,Q0Q cubic yards, the e;^pence of which,

The i9iodlB of perfonnaig thi;^ kind of work will be d?. 
fcHPC^t^ apeording to th^ differ^Qce of situation. Those jdace^ 
where the ti^ ^bba fr<Hn the surface^, and continnes so for 
some time, ms^ be do^^ by. blasting, or by loosening the 
stoiies \vith quarrying tools, \h the usual manner ^ but. iq 
those parts where the tide seldom leaves the bottom, and in 
oth^m but for a short time, di^erent methods must be re* 
iBort^l to. The best of all would be inclosing large spaces 
by coffer dams, a^ w(|rking ^ stU times of tide, by quar- 
rying toolai or blasting, ^ might best snit \ but in some si. 
tuations this would be ini^onvenient, su the damq would be 
in the way of vesse]p going int^ and coming out of the bar- 
bottr; in eucb situations, perhaps, the simplest and most 
«spediliou^ mode vreuld be to ua^ f a^t iron cylinders, of 7 
or 8. feet djafmeter, having atvoiig canvas fixed to the lower 
Aeacb, wbioh might} be ki|>t tq the botton^ by bags of sand 
in plaiPea wheiw there mw btit little agiution > but where 
tfaete i9 muQh» an outer cylinder might be sunk thereon, to 
keep ttem.i» their, situation?, or wli^re the rock is not very 
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bard, it might be clone by the same means as the bottom of 
the harboar of Toulon was done^ (where some of their prin-^ 
cipal dry docks were sunk in caissons), this was by moqnt- 
ing, on a lighter or pant, machinery to raise two very heavy 
iron stampers, having steel cntters at their lower end ; these 
were raised and let fall thereon by machinery. A small 
steam engine, of three or four hmrses power, wonld wori^ 
them better than the methcxi that was put in practice there ; 
I have been told that this machine at Toulon performed its 
purpose very well. The stones so loosened might then be 
taken up by the same kind of vessels and machinery as Mr* 
James Arbnthnot, jun. has practised so successfully^ and 
with so much credit to himsdf, in other works abont the 
harboar. 

When the improvements I have mentioned are carried in- 
to execation, the present, or south harbour, will be found 
capable of affording great additional convenience to the ship- 
ping, and will enable the merchants of Peterhead to increase 
their trade ; but these improvements are far short of what 
the harbour is capable of, were the northern bay or harbour 
properly protected ; and were a communication formed be- 
tween the south and north harbour, the harbonr of Peter* 
head would be the completest of any in Scotland, perhaps 
of any in the island. The extent, however, to which the 
improvement should be carried, will in a great measure de- 
pend oh the object for which it is intended. I consider my- 
self as viewing the subject merely for the purposes of trade; 
but should ever this be looked to as a public object, and as 
for a station for men of war^ and ships of the line, it must be 
taken up on a much more extended scale, and probably in 
this case the plan would be very different from what I mean 
to propose : What is here proposed, however, would suffi- 
ciently answer all the objects of merchant-men, and sloops 
of war ; perhaps even frigates might be stationed here, and 
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lliake use of it with safety : but beydnd this, I do not con- 
sider tlie present plan of sufficient magnitude, to afford the . 
acedmmodation that a large fleet of ships of the line would 
requite. 

I propose that the north harbbur shall be sheltered from 
the seai^ by means of two piers — the one which I propose to 
be the largest, should depart from the Green island^ a little 
short of its northern extremity, and is represented in the 
plan by the figures 5, 6, 7 — the eastern kaiit is about 172 
yards long — the western kant, about 66 yards long. The 
soundings at low water, at the western extremity of the 
pier, is about six fathoms, and those ai^oinlng the island 
about three and a half fathoms. The foundation 6f this pier 
must be formed pierre perdue ; that is, large stones sunk id 
the sea, which will take a slope something like the dotted 
lines round the pier $ these stones should be laid to the height 
of low water-mark, and to have a flat top on which the pier 
is to be built. The stones^ of which I propose the base td 
be formed, should be of as large dimensions as can conve- 
toiently be procured, for the seas in northerly winds will beat 
furiously against them ; and the interstices between filled 
with those of a smaller dimension, which, by the action of 
the sea5, wiU wedge in amongst the others^ and form one 
compact body that will resist the storms. The outside wall 
of the pier itself, I propose to be built with lar^ stones^ 
.well jointed, and if laid in puzzolano mortar so much the 
better ; for if once th^ sea were to make any impfessioa 
npon it, the damage would soon become very great. 

The piers of Scarborough, which are tiot more exposed to 
the seas than this will b^, are built with very large rough 
stores, some of them about twenty-five tons in weight, but 
from the interstices being large, (the stones not being dres- 
sed), I have known several of them thrown down fipom the 
piers with storms* If, however^ they are jointed, and laid 
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in ttgnUr coxiTsiSj afi^ Id puzioUxki mort^, the e^ ii^ntA 
eatsily iirite arty brtach, slM therefore stone df intieb tess di- 
mbUsibUS mH sdfSc^; I propose the piet to ti^ htiilt with 
an out and 'inside wall^ and to be filled between with rubble 
froih the diSeti&nt qn^rrleg, from f(fhehce tht ^imts^ fi^ the 
dther #orkd ^re to he tak^n. 

Oh the Pfiistetu Me of the hafbouf", I propose ohother pier, 
^ represented b^ {he flgorfes 8, &, lO. iTie head, or slanting 
kdnt, to be ab'oat 76 jsLt&s long, the 6thcr to be 83 yitdd 
long ; iht dii^tance of th^ head df this froin the Jbrmer, t 
propose to be 7(t yarfcfs, but as the h^e of the eastern pier 
will extend for about 25 j^ards beyotid the head of the pier 
itself, the rieat 6p^miig will 6iity be kbout 45 J^airds ; how- 
ever, ^ the T^ater Is deep, vessels cC a cadderate size may 
come nearer to the eastern pier than 22 jfaixlS. 

Trtie direction glien to the heads of these piers, is stch as 
will render ttie entrance eaisy to take iri stornii;f weather, and 
they will feffect ttte waves in such a manner, as to prevent 
iipiost of them from getting into the liarboiir, and those few 
which do get in, will spend their fury oh the rfat shelvifig 
shore abreasit of the ^oslh-heads, so^that most of that psbt 
where the deejf v^ater is, will be coiftpletely shelteti^, and 
vessels will ride in saftty under the shelter of the great 
eastern pier. The western being built entitely ofi rock, 
which is dry at low \^ater, the tbimdaiidnS, and indeed the 
whole pier, will be easily executed. It ivill ^Iso form jtn 
excellent accoininodation for small vessels, tvhb inay loader 
discharge their c'argoes here, and indeed a br^st key itiay 
be built, part of the way to Tront Street, which i^ill afford 
an additional accommodation to the shipf itig, with conve- 
nient wharfs and quays.

countiy tbont it ; but the benefits of sndi a harbour as this 
win be, if exeonted as 1 have proposed, will not be confined 
to the town and conntiy round Peteifaead ; it is a national 
object, whether considered in a commercial point of view, 
or a station for sloops of war and frigates, and if ]|pade on a 
proper scale, for ships of the line* In the first ca^, evoy* 
vessel making a northern voyage, qr sooth, or going or 
coming from the east country, when overtaken by stomas 
or contrary winds, would always be able to find a safe ren- 
dezvous here. 

As a look-out station for firigates and sloops of war, ^ould 
an enemy come on the coast, it possesses every advantage 
that could be wished. Vessels may enter it in all weathers 
and all winds. If judged necessary to keep ships of the 
line there, a harbour might be made probably on a difierent, 
and certainly a much more extended, plan than that I hav^ 
proposed. Its situation is most desirable. Iii whatever 
point of view, therefore, it is considered, it appears to me 
a most important situation for a harbour, and well deserving 
of public aid, as well as subscriptions from those interested 
in the commerce of the country. Large, therefore, as the 
expence appears to be, it is small when put in competition 
with the advantages the trade of the country would derive 
from it ; and therefore, I am of opinion, that were its ad- 
vantages properly represented, the inhabitants might not 
despair of obtaining money^ sooner or later, to cany the 
whole of this plan into execution. 

Should the wet dock I have represented be considered to^ 
^small, the situation admits of great enlargement, and in- 
deed there are places adjoining, where a wet dock of any 
size may be forped. 

Ship-building may be carried to a great extent : there is 
room for forming ship yards at the head of both harbours, 
|ind dry docks may be constructed^ having their entrance 
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from the wet docK, and emptjing their \?ater into the tide- 
Tir9.7, or sdong the east fiide of the present harbour, or the 
new north harbour^ as shall be found most convenient, and 
their number and size may be extended as the trade of the 
jrface shyll demand. It would, however, be extending this 
^ report to a greater length than appears to me necessary, to 
make designs ipr every thing of this sort. If the general 
outline^^of the plan I have laid down shall be carried into 
execution^ particular designs may bci tnade for dry docks, 
&c. Sec. 

I9. respect to the estimates, I have put siioh prices to the 
different articles, as seem to me equal to the expence; it is 
possible, however, same of them may-be high, and others

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AN ACT 

FOR 

Deepening, enlarging^ tnaintaimng^ mid improving the 
Harbour ofPeterheady in the Counti^ of Aberdeen. 

1807. 

Preamble. 
Wheieas the harbour of Peterhead, in the county of 
Aberdeen, is of the utmost importance to navigation in ge- 
neral, beiog one of the safest and most accessible harbours 
on the east coast of Scotland, and much resorted to by ship- 
ping in the coasting trade, and might be greatly improved^ 
and rendered still more beneficial to trade and navigation, if 
the said harbour was deepened and enlarged, so as to admit 
vessels of lar^ burthen, the northern bay or harbour pro- 
perly protected, and a passage or communication formed be- 
tween the south and north harbour, and also proper rules 
and regulations made and established for all ships and ves- 
sels trading into and going out of the said harbour; but as 
these purposes cannot be accomplished without the aid and 
authority of Parliament ; 

May it therefore please your Majesty, 
That it may be enacted, and be it enacted by the Ejng^s 
most excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Lords spiritual and temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by authority of the same^ 
That it shall and may be lawful to and for the trusteed 
herein-after mentioned, to deepen, cleanse, and preserve 
the said harbour of Peterhead, and the improvements and 
additions which shall be made thereto, by virtue of this pie- 
sent act, from stones, shingle, rocks, dirt, mud, and other ' 
obstructions whatsoever; an4 ako to maintain, repair, and 
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preserve, the piers^ quays, jetties, and other works, at pre-' 
sent belonging to the said harbour of Peterhead,.'" and to al^ 
ter and extend the same, or any part thereof, aS the said 
trustees shall judge to be necessary for the more effectual 
intprovement of the said harbbur ^ an4 likewise to build and 
erect, or cause to be built and erected^ in the said harbour^ 
piers^ quays, jetties, breasts, docks^ locks, and other ne* 
cessary works for the improvement thereof, and to do, or 
cause to be done, such other works as shall be deemed 
proper and necessary for the improvement of the said har« 
boar, and for the more safe and easy reception of ships and

And be it farther enacted, that in case any ship or vessel 
shaHi arrive and come into tbe45aid harbonr of Peterhead in 
distress, ta meet with any mkfortune m the bay of Peter- 
head, or in the harboiu* aforesaid, it shall and niay be law- 
ful to and for th^ Baillieof the said town of Peterheacl,npon 
ii^nest made to him in writing, by th^ master, commander, 
or owQer of any such ship or vessel, X)X owner of any goods 
on board such ship or vessd, and upon proof being made 
before hiti^ of such distress, to give a pre£^reiiceto such ship 
or vessel being in distress, as aforesaid, both as to the births 
at the docks, piers, and qnays^ and as to the course of dis- .

empty anj ballast, dirt, ashes, or rubbish, shingle, stimes, or 
other thijigSy into the said harboar, or to dig and take away 
any ballast, shingle, stones, or other things, from within the 
same, to the hurt or prejudice of the said harbour, or of the 
works erected, or to be erected, for the security and ac- 
commodation of the same, or to do any othi^ act or deed to 
prejudice or annoy the same, or any part thereof, under the 
penalty of any sum not exceeding forty shillings sterling for 
pyery such offence. 

Ballast to be caaried awfxy. 

And be it further enacted, that such person or persons 
who shall or may hereafter have occasion to throw or cast 
iMit any ballast from out of any ship or other vessel, upon 
jany dock, quay, pier, or breast, or other place in or about 
the said docks, qua3^s, piers, or breasts, or other woiks 
made pr to be made, as before-mentioned, belonging to the 
said harbour, shall not suffer the same to be and remain on

Masters answerable for damages done by their Crews* 

And be it enacted, that the roaster or owner of every 
ship, bark, lighter, boat, or otb^r vessel, lying or trading in 
the harbour of Peterhead, shall be, and is hereby made 
answerable to fhe said trustees for the amount or value of 
any damage or michief that shall be done by any of the ser- 
vants, boatmen, bargemen, or watermen, on board the same, 
)t9 ^y of the docks, quays, piers, blasts, or other works 
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alreftdj constructed^ or that shall be constructed by virtue 
of this act, with full costs of suit, and that such damages 
and costs shall be sued for and recovered^ in manner herein- 
after directed. 

Recovery of Penalties. 

And be it enacted, that it shall and may be lawful for the 
said trustees, or any cbllector to be appointed by them for 
receiving any part of the rates and duties granted by thig 
act, to prosecute and recover the several fines, penalties, 
forfeitures, damages, and costs of suit, by this present act 
imposed, by action, bill, plaint, or information, within six 
months after such offence is committed, before the said 
Baillie of Peterhead, or any other judge competent for civil 
actions, within whose jurisdiction the offender or offenders 
shall reside, or be apprehended, and that the said Baillie 
or other judges aforesaid shall, and are hereby empowered 
and required to proceed to the trial of such offences in 'a 
summary way, and upon conviction of the offender or of- 
fenders, by their own confession, or by the oath of one or 
more credible witness or witnesses, to award and give such 
orders^ judgment, and decrees, as to them shall seem most 
agreeable to the true intent and meanbg of this, act ; and 
that in default of payment of the several fines, penalties, for- 
feitures, damages, and costs of suit, herein-before enacted^ 
which shall be awarded and ordered by the said Baillie, or 
other judges aforesaid, the person or persons who shall be 
convidted of any of the offences before-described, shall and 
may be sent by them to the prison, or house of correction^ 
nearest to the place where the offender or offenders shall be 
apprehended, and there to be kept to hard labour, for such 
time, not exceeding six months, as such magistrates shall 
direct ; and that the whole fines, penalties, and forfeitures 
aforesaid, which shall be recovered by the said trustees, or 
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HmtcoUectamf as aforesaid^, after dedactioifc of tlie neoo&« 
flary cbargeftof recovering the same, shall be applied foe and 
toivacds the buitclingy makings eredistg, Baaintaining, aod 
repairing, and keeping in repair, the work or works a{6r€^- 
said, and to no other use or purpose whatsoever. 

Power to mtttgate Penalties. 

Provided always, that it shalj and may be lawful to and 
fbr the said Baillie and othei: judges aforesaid^ or any of 
them, by whom such judgment,, sentence, ojr determination, 
shall be given, piKHiounced, or n^iade, from time to tiine, 
where they see cause, to mitigate, compound^ Qr lei^sen airy 
of the penal ties^ or forfeit uies aforesaid,^ as he or they, in 
Ilis or their discretion shall think fit, so as su.cb mitigatiop 
or composition do not extend t9 remit above on? moiety of 
the penalty inflicted a^d directed to be levied by this a.ct ; 
and that every such mitigation or composition shall be a 
sufficient discharge for the persons offending respectively, 
for so much of the. said penalties and forfeitures a^ shall be 
$0 mitigated, lessened^ or remitted. 

Punisiwg per^om itstra^Hig tie W9Hi$* 

And be it further enacted, that if any person or persons 
whatsoever shall, after the passing of this act, ^maliciously, 
wilfully, or wantonly demolish, break down, destroy, or 
set on fire, any of the docks, jetties, piers, quays, breasts, 
or other works, constructed, or to be constructed, in or be- 
longing to the said harbour^ of Peterhead, every such person 
or persons so offending shall be adjudged guilty of felony, 
and the court or courts by and before whom such person or 
persons shall be indicted and tried, shall and have hereby 
power and authority to transport such felon or felons, for 
the space of seven years, in like manner as other felons are 
directed to be transported by the laws and statutes of this 
realm.

Power to make Bye Laws. 

And be it further enacted, that it shall and may be lawful 
to and for the said trustees, at any time or times hei*eafter, 
in general meeting assembled, to make^ ordain, and establish 
such orders, rules,' and by«-laws, for the better deepening, 
cleansing, and keeping in repair, the said harbour of Peter- 
bead, <and piloting of the ships and other vessels going out 
'smd coming into the said harbour, and for the better regu- 
lating, governing, and managing the docks, piers> quays, and 
jetties, and every other the wdrks erected and to be erected. 
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made or set op in the harbour aforesaid^ and for the better 
execDting the other purposes of this act ; suid also fipom time 
to time, as occasion maj require, to repeal, add to, amend^ 
or alter, such rules, orders, and bje-laws, as to them shall 
aeem most fitting and requisite, and to fix and appoint rea* 
sooable pecuniaiy penalties, not exceeding forty shillings 
sterling, for the non-observance, or other breach of all or 
any such rules or bje-laws, or anj part of them, to be re- 
<:overed and applied in such manner as the fines and penalties 
imposed by this act are ordered to be recovered, levied, and 
applied ; provided always, that such rules, regulations, and 
bye-laws^ and the fines and penalties for the breach or non- 
.performance thereof, as the same shall from time to time be 
made, altered, or varied, shall not be repugnant to the law 
.dof Scotland, or to the provisions in this act contained ; and 
shall not be of any force or effect until they be submitted to 
the consideration of, and be approved by the Sheriff Depute 
or Sheriff Substitute of the County of Aberdeen ; and the said 
txnstees shall cause the said rules, orders, and bye-laws, toge- 
ther with the approbation thereof by the said Sheriff Depute 
or Sheriff Substitute, to be printed and distributed, and hung 
up at the most conspicuous places within the harbour of 
Peterhead, and to pay the expence and charge thereof oat 
of the rates and duties aforesaid, which rules, cotlers, and 
.l^pe-laws shall be subject to appeal, in manner herdn-after 
mentioned. 

Trusses may take materials^ Sfc. 

And be it further enacted, that the said trustees, or such 
person or persons as they shall appoint, may dig, gather, 
quarry, take, and carry away, any gravel, stones, or such 
other like materials, for the purposes of this act, put of any 
grounds where the same may be found, within five miles from 
the said town, (such materials or stone not having been dug. 
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«iuam^4 or Raised, for the privQ>te use of the proprietor of 
such grouDds), and to open accesses for carrying oiF the said 
xnateriaU ^d stones.; such accesses, and the places from 
whence the said materiab and stones shall be proposed to be 
taken, being first marked but by any three or more of the 
trustees, after notice in writing given by them, or intima- 
tion before two witnesses, or by some person by their order, 
to the proprietor of such grounds, or his or her factor, and 
to the occupier thereof, three weeks previous to marking 
out the same ; the trustees making reasonable satisfaction, 
if demanded, to the owners and occupiers of siich grounds 
respectively from which the materiab Or stones shall be 
taken, or over which the same may be earned, for the da- 
mages to hb done thereby, and for the value of such mate- 
jrials or stones ; but if such proprietor, factor, or occupier, 
shall not be satisfied with the compensation offered by the 
said trustees, the same shall be ascertained by a jury in maa« 
ser herein-after mentioned* 

Notice to be given before tnhtertals taken. 

Provided nevertheless, and be it further enacted, that it 
shall riot be lawful for any surveyor, or any other person or 
persons, under the authority of this act, to dig, gather^ 
quarry, and carry away, materials for the purposes of thi& 
act, from any inclosed, lands or g^iounds, until either the 
consent of the proprietor is obtained, or notice in writing 
shall have been given to the occupier of the premises from 
ii^hich such materials are intended to be taken, or left for 
such occupier at his usual place of residence, to appear be- 
fore two Justiees of the Peace acting for the county within 
which the materials are, to shew cause why such material 
should not be had from such lands or grounds ; and in case 
fench occupier shall attend, pursuant to such notice, such 
Justices shall, if they think proper, authorise such surveyor, 
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or other persons^ to dig, gather, quarry, take, and cany 
awaj audi materials, at sach time or times as to sooh Jus- 
tices dball seem prcq^ ; and if sneh occuper AaH neglect 
or refase to appear, by himself or agent, such Justices shall 
and may make soch order therein as they shall think fit, as 
•ffldly and eflSBCtoaUy, to all intents and purposes, as if sack 
oocnpier, or his agent, had attended. 

Sheriff to summon ajury^ to fix value of lands and houses; 
and to,adjudge payment of the sum awarded ly thejwry. 

And be it further enacted, that if the said trustees shall 
/lot come to an agreement with the own^ mr owners, and 
occupier or occupiers of the grounds from which the said 
stones, gravel, on other materials, shall be taken, for the 
▼alue there<^, or over which the same riiall be carried, for 
the damages to be done thereby, application shall be made 
to the Sheriff Depute of the county of Aberdeen, or his 
Substitute, to summon a jury, in order to value the stones, 
gravel, or other materials, and the loss or damage ensuiug 
from the carriage or removal thereof; and the said Sheriff 
Depute, or his Substitute, is hereby empowered and re- 
quired, upon aj^ication, to order notice thereof to be given 
to the owner or owners, occupier or occupiers, of such 
grounds, and afterwards to issue a summons, in the usual 
manner, for calling together and impannelling a jury, con- 
sisting of fifteen persons in number, to examine into, and 
after such examination, to return a verdict upon oath, as to 
the value of such stones, gravel, or other materials, and the 
damage sustained by the proprietors of such grounds, as 
aforesaid ; and after a verdict is pronounced, as aforesaid, 
the said Sheriff Depute, or his Substitute, is hereby re- 
quired to adjudge payment of the value of such stones, gravel, 
or materials, and the amount of the loss or damage thereby 
awarded, to the persons having a right thereto ; and upon 
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]»ymeiit hemg ma4e by the said trosteesy out of the money 
raised by virtue of this act, of the sum. awarded to the party 
or parties interested, or consignation of the said sum in any 
of the public banks of Scotland, the said trustees fthall^ from 
thenceforth, have right to take and use such stones, gravel, 
or materials, and coov^ the same over such grounds ; and 
the said proceedings and orders of the Sheriff Depute, or his; 
Substitute, shall be final and conclusive^ without being sub- 
ject to review, advocation, suspension, or otherwise how** 
soever. . ^ 

Expences of the proceedings how to be paid. 

Provided always, and be it enacted, that in the'fevent that 
suck jury shall award a greater compensation than the trus. 
tees shall have offered, but less than the owner or owners, 
occupier or occupiers, shall have required, the expence of 
the proeeedings shall be defrayed and borne by the said trus- 
tees, and the said owner or owners, occupies or occupiers, 
equally i bat in case tbe said jury shall award to such owner 
^ owners, occupier or occupiers, the sum so requuned, or 
any greatev sum, the ivhole of the said expenqe shall be paid 
by the said trustees ; and, on the other hand, if the jury 
shall award the sum offered by the said trustees, or a lesa 
sum, the whole of the said expence shaU be paid by the 
owner ot owners, occupier or occupiers : provided always, 
that in all cases where any person or persons shall, by reason 
of absence, be prevented from treating with the said trustees, 
sttch costs and expences shaU be borne and paid by the said 
trustees : provided also, that after having offered to the 
proprietor or proprietors, occupier or occupiers, of apy 
grounds, such sum as the said trustees shall think reason*^ 
able, it shall and may be lawful for them to entei^ into and 
upon such grounds, for the purposes of this act ; and no stop 
shall, in the mean time, be put to the opeiatioii c^ the said 
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trustees, on pretence of -settliog the damage, or that thej 
have not been satisfied and paid. 

Re-investipg Purchase MonieSyif amountifig to Two Hun^ 
dred Pounds. 

And be it further enacted, that if any money shall be 
.agreed, or awarded to be pud for anj grounds takm or used 
by virtue of the powers of this act, for the purposes thereof^ 
which are held under entail, or are subject to liferents, an- 
nuities, or other incumbrances, or shall belong to any cor« 
poratioD, married woman, infant, lunatic, or person or per- 
sons under disability or incapacity ; such money shall, in 
case the same shall amount to the sum of two hundred pounds, 
under the direct ion^ and by the authority of the Court of 
Session, be with ail convenient speed paid into the Bank of 
f^cotland, or Royal Bank of Scotland, to the intent that 
such money shall be applied under the direction, f.id with 
the approbation of the said Court, to be signified by an or- 
der made, upon a petition, to be preferred in a summary 
way, by the person or persons who would have been entitled 
to the rents and profits of the said grounds, in the purchase 
or redemption of the land tax, or discharge of any debt or 
debts,, or such other incumbrance, or parts thereof, as the 
said Court shall authorize to be paid, affecting the ssune 
grounds, or affecting other giounds standing settled there- 
with, to the same or like uses, intents, or purposes ; or 
where such money shall not be so applied, then the same 
shall be laid out aifd invested, under the like direction and 
approbation of the said Court, in the purchase of other lands, 
tenements, or heritages, which sliall be conveyed and settled 
to, for, and upon such and the like uses, trusts, intents, and 
purposes, and in the same manner, as the grounds which shaU 
be so taken or used, as aforesaid, stood settled or limited, or 
such of them as at tjie time of n)»king such conveyance and 
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settlement shall be existing, an!detennined, and capable of 
taking effect ; and, in the mean time, and until such purchase 
shall be made, the interest, or annual produce of such mon^ 
fihall, from time to time, be paid by order of the said Court, 
to the person or persons who would, for tj;ie time being, have 
been entitled to the rents and profits of the grounds from 
which such stones, gravel, or other materials, shall betaken, 
or to which such damage shall be done, in case such pur- 
chase or settlement were made. 

If less than Two Hundred Pomids^and exceeding Ttcenfy 

Pounds. 

Provided always, and be it further enacted, that if any. 
money so agreed, or awarded to be paid for any grounds 
taken or used for the purposes aforesaid, and belonging to 
Any corporation, or to any persons under disability or inca- 
pacity, as aforesaid, shall be less than the sum of two hun- 
dred pounds, and shall exceed the sum of twenty pounds, 
then, and in all such cases, the same shall, at the option of 
the person or persons for the time being entitled to the rents 
and profits of the grounds so taken or used^ or of his, her, 
or their tutors or curators, in case of infancy or lunacy, to 
be signified in writing pnder their respective hands, under 
the like direction and i^uthority, be paid into either of the said 
Banks, and be placed to his or their account, ^ aforesaid, 
in order to be applied in manner herein-before directed ; or 
otherwise the same shall be paid at the like option, to two 
trustees, to be nominated by the persoi^or persons making 
such option, and approved of by two or more of the said 
tnistees, (such nomination and approbation to be signified 
in writing, under the hands of the nominating and approving 
parties), in order that such pnncipal money, and the ia- 
tprest arising thereon, may be. applied in any manner before 
directed, as far as the case may be applicable. 
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Provided also, and be it further enacted, that vfhere such 
money, so agreed or awarded to be paid^ as last before- 
mentioned, shall be less than twenty pomids, then^ and in 
all such cases, the same shall be applied to the use of the 
person or persons who would/ for the time being, have been 
entitled to the rents and profits of the grounds so taken or 
used for the purposes of this act^ in such manner as the said 
trustees, or any two or more of them, shall think fit ; or in 
case of infancy or lunacy, then to his, her, or their tutors or 
curators, to and for the use and benefit of such person or 
persons so entitled thereto respectively. 

In case of not making out title. 

And be it further enacted, that in case the person m* per- 
sons to whom any sum or sums of mcmey shall be awarded as 
aforesaid, shall refuse to accept the same, or shall not be 
able to make a good title to the premises, to the satisfaction 
of the said trustees, or in case such person \x persona, to 
whom such sum or sums of money shall be so awarded, as 
aforesaid, cannot be found, or if the person or persons en- 
titled to such grounds be not known or discovered, then and 
in every such case it shall and may be lawful for the said 
trustees, to order that the said sum or sums of mmiey, so 
awarded, as aforesaid, be paid into the Bank of Scotland, 
or Boyal Bank of Scotland, to the credit of the parties in- 
terested in the said grounds, (describing them), subject to 
the order, controul, and disposition, of the Court of Sessicm, 
which said Court, on the application of any person or per- 
sons making claim to such sum or sums of mon^, or any 
part thereof, by petition, shall be, and is .hereby empowered, 
in a summary way of proceeding, or otherwise, as to the 
same court shall seem meet, to order distribution thereof, 
or payment of the dividends thereof, according to the res- 
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pecti'vioe estate or estates, titk or kiteresd: of the person or 
persons making Glaim thereunto, and to make such other 
order in the premises as to the said Court shall seem just and 
reasonable ; and the cashier or cashiers of the Bank of SctAm 
land, or Royal Bank of Scotland, who shall recdre such 
«uni or sums of money, is and are hereby required to^ire a 
receipt or receipts for such sum or suras of money, tmen- 
tioningaad specifying for what and for whose use the same 
is <n> are received, to such person or persons as shall pay .any 
43uck sum or sums <^ money into the said JSanks, as afore- 
said. 

Where questions- arise touching the title. 

And be it further enacted, that where any question shall 
arise touching the title of any person to any money to be 
paid into the said Banks, in pursuance of this act, as afore^i 
said, the person or persons, who shall have been in posses* 
sion of such grounds, at the time of such purchase^ axid all 
persons claiming nnder such person or persons, or under the 
possession of such person or persons,, shall be deemed and 
tak^i to have been lawfully entitled to such grounds, ac- 
cording to such p€(Ssessi(m, until the contrary shall be shewn, 
to the satisfaction of the said. Court of Session ; and such 
money, and the interest thereof, shall be paid, applied, and 
£spose(! of accordingly, unless it shall be made appear to 
•the said Court, that such possession was a wrong&l posses- 
sion, and that some other person or persons was or were law- 
folly entitled to such grounds, or to some estate or interest 
, therein. 

Expences in case of disability. 

Provided always, and be it further enacted, that where, 
by reason of any disability or incapacity of the person or 
persons, or corporation entitled to any such grounds, as 
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aforesaid, the purchase money for the same shall be lequirea 
to be paid into the said Bank, and to be applied in the pur^ 
chase of other gromids, to be settled to the like uses^.in pur« 
snance of this act, it shall be lawful for the said Court, to 
order the expences of all purchases, from time to time, to be 
made in pursuance of this act, or so much of such expences 
as the. Court shall deem reasonable, together witli the neces- 
sary costs and charges of obtaining such order, to be paid 
by the said trustees, who shall, from time to time, pay such 
sum or sums of nioney, for such pui*poses, us the said Court 
shall direct. 

Appeal* 

Provided always, and be it further enacted, that if any 
pei*son or persons shall think himself, hei^self, or themselves 
aggrieved by an)' decisions of the said trustees, or of the 
said Baillie, or by any bye-laws to be made in pursuance of 
this act, it shall be competent to such person or persons, to 
a[^ly for redress, by way of petition or appeal thei-efrom, 
to tlie Sheriff Depute or Sheriff Substitute of the shire of 
Aberdeen : provided always, that all appeals or applications 
for redress shall be entered within eight days after the deci- 
sion of th^ said trustees, or of the said Baillie, complained 
of, shall have been given, and not afterwards ; and that 
such security for the paym^:it of costs shall have been givep 
by the parties applying for redress, as the said Sheriff De- 
pute or Sheriff Substitute ^all order and direct ; and the 
said Sheriff Depute or Sheriff Substitute shall decide upon 
all such appeals or applications summarily, without being 
obliged to observe or abide by the ordinary forms of Court ; 
and the decision of the said Sheriff Depute or Sheriff Sub- 
stitute in all such cases is hereby declared to be final, and 
not subject to the review of any superior Couit, by advoca- 
tiouor suspension, or challengeable by process of redaction. 
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Act not to abridge rights. 

Provided always, and be it enacted^ that nothing in this 
act contained shall extend or be construed to extend, to take 
awaj, alter^ or abridge, lessen, change, or iatrude upon^ any 
rights, jurisdiction, power, or authority, of the Baillie and 
public managers of Peterhead, and community thereof, in 
and about or concerning the said harbour of Peterhead, or 
the piers^ quays, and other works, built, or to be btiilt, as 
aforesaid, nor to take away, abridge, lessen, or intrude 
Upon, the private rights, privileges, and property of any 
person or persons whomsoever, but that the same sHall re- 
main as ^itire and effectual, to all intents and purposes, as 
if this present act had not been made ; and also saving and 
reserving to the said Baillie and public managers, and other 
person or persons, all their legal rights and interests in the 
premises aforesaid. 

Act to be phadedi 

And be it further enacted, that in case any suit or action 
shall be commenced against the iiaid trustees, or the said 
Baillie and public managers, or their successors, or any 
other perdon or petsons, for any thing done in ptirsuance of 
this act, the defendant or defendants, in such suit or action, 
may produce this act, and plead that the said things were 
done in pursuance, and by the authority of this act, and if 
it shall appear so to be done, that then the defendant or de- 
fendants shall be absolved from every such suit, action, oi^ 
actions, and shall have treble costs and expences in the de- 
fence thereof, awarded to them from and against the prose-^ 
tutor or prosecutois oi the same. 

Public Acf» 

And be it further enacted, that this ac£ shall be deemed 
and taken to be a public act, and shall be judicially taken 
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notice of as such by all judges, justices, auid others, w^out 
being specially pleaded. 

Commencement and couUauanie of the act. 

And be it enacted, that this act, and all the powers and 
authorities of the same, and the rates and duties thereby 
granted, shall commence and take place from and after the 
first day of September, one thousand eight hundred and 
seven, and shall continue for the space of twenty-one years, 
and from thence to the end of the then next session of Par- 
liament. 
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BYE-LAWS AND REGULATKMs, 

Miide and est^lAkedlnf B^oBZKT Robertson, Esq. Baillie 
of Peterhead, and ike other Trustees^ tmi^r an Act of 
Parliament^ passed in the ^7th year of the reign of his 
present Mc^esiy^ King Geo. III. intittUed *' Jn Act for 
** deepening^ enlarging, mamtdining, andimproving, the 
** harbour of Peterhead, in ths €omd%i of Aberdeen,^* 
In/ virtue of the potters thereby vested in them^ and by 
authority of the Hon. the Sheriff of Aberdeenshire^ and 
sanctioned by him in terms of said Act^ for the better 
and more effectual regulating the birthing of sh^s and 
vessels mthin the harbour of the said toum^ and other 
purposes e^ermeniioned. 

I. Any vessel coming into the harbour, and being within 
50 fathoms of the quajs^ or piers, for ihe purpose of un- 
loading, and haying a rope from her first ashore, is to have 
a preferable title to a birth before any other vessel that may 
come in the same tide« 

II. Any vessel having on board a cargo, which. cannot 
be unloaded over another vessel, but must for that purpose 
lie close to the quay, is to be first preferred to a birth ; and 
in case of more than one vessel with such a cargo, the ves- 
sel whose rope is first ashore shall have the preference, sav- 
ing the privilege of vessels in distress, in terms of the act of 
parliament. 

III. In the event of any vessel or vessels coming into the 
harbour with a cargo, requiring an inside birth, for unload- 
ing, and that no such birth is vacant, then the birth-nustcr 
is to accommodate such vessels, by removing from the quay 
any other ship, one or more, who have such cargoes on 
board, as may be unloaded over another vessel ; and vessels 
lying upon an outside birth shall be obliged to heel off, so as 
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to prevent damage to those lying within them ; pthenvise the 
masters and owners are to be liable and obliged to repair such 
damage as the inside vessel sjiall happen to sustain by their 
neglect of so dknog. 

lY. Any master of a vessel, who shall, after being de- 
sired by the birth-mast^, refuse to remove from his birth, 
for acconunodating another vessel whiph h^s a preferable 
title, 'as above-mentioned, shall forfeit and pay ^ penalty of 
forty shillings sterling, for each transgression. 

y. Np pitch, tar, or turpentine, shall, at any time, be 
boiled on board of ^ny vessel, within the said harbour, under 
the penalty of two pounds sterling, to be paid for each traps- 
gression ; and all fires pn bo^rd said ^hips ^hall be put out 
by eight o'clock at night, under a like penalty* 

yi. All wrecks of ships or vessels that may haj^ien to be 
sunk, likewise timber, and all other obstructions that nay 
occur within the flood-mark, or harbour, by accident, shaU 
be immediately removed, and detained, by direction of the 
birth-master, upon the expence of the owners. 

VII. No balhut shall be taken from any part of the har- 
bour, or nei^bourhood thereof, without directions from the 
town's treasurer, under the penalty of forty shillings ster- 
ling, to be paid by the offender. 

VIII. Every person wilfully cutting, breaking, or de- 
stroying, any rope, or other thing, by which a ship or ves- 
sel is moored or fastened within the harbour, shall, for every 
offence forfeit and pay a penalty of two pounds sterling, be- 
sides damages ; but without prejudice always of the birth- 
master, his exercising the powers hereby, and by said act 
committed to him, to their fullest extent, in a reasonable 
manner. 

IX. As all shipmasters and others are to take their direc- 
tions, with lespect to mooring and unmooring of vessek. 
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from the birth-master alone^ so he is hereby fully empow* 
ered »id aothoriicd to cut the ropes of any ship or vessel^ 
where his orders and directions shaJl not be immediately 
complied with, and obeyed ; and the transgressor^ or trans- 
gressors, shall besides be liable in a penalty of forty shil- 
lings sterling.. 

X» The masters or crew of all vessels having slippbg 
bowsprits, shall be obliged to rig them in ; also all square- 
l-igged ships or vessels, to top their lower yards, up and 
down, spritsail yards, fore and aft, and to have their jib- 
booms and anchors taken in, when desired by the birth-mas- 
ter, mider the penalty of forty shillings sterlings to be paid 
by .the offender. 

XI. For the more convenient transporting of ships from 
one place to another, within the harbour, all ships, vessels, 
lighters, and boats, shall be obliged to bear a^head or a-stem, 
at any time before high-water, in snch manner as the birth- 
master shall direct, nnder the penalty of forty shillings ster- 
ling, to be forfieited and paid by the master, owner, or of- 
fender* 

XII. Any person or persons refusing to obey the birth-^ 
master, or who shall insult or interrupt him in the exercise 
of any part of his ofBce, shall, for every such ofibice, for-* 
feit and pay a penalty of one pound sterling. 

XIII. All ships bringing cargoes of lime into the har- 
bour, shall be birtbed and unloaded only at such parts of 
the quays belonging to the said town, as the birth-master 
shall direct, and at no other place. 

XIY. In case any difference shall arise during the night, 
with respect to the birthing of ships, or any other matter 
falling under the birth-master^s cognizance, he shall imme- 
diately, when called upon, give his attendance, and dis- 
charge his duty i^pcm all such occasions. 
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X7. It is provided, that the master or mate of every ves- 
sel within the harbour^ shall attend on board dniing tider 
time, in order to receive the birth-mastet's directions ; cer- 
tifying all such who neglect to do so, that he shall, in socb 
€fvent, have full power to discharge his duty, in terms of the 
foregoing regulations, in the same manner as if the mast^ 
or mate were on board, without being liable to any chal- 
lenge upon that account; excepting always such ships or 
vessds as are, or may be laid up for any considerable time, 
10 which case the birth-master shall be obliged to give no- 
tice to the master or mate of said vessel, before he k«mov« 
the same. 

XVI. No ship, when empty, is to lie at an in»de birth^ 
Upon the pretence of taking in a cargo, unless some part of 
their goods is upon the quay, ready to be taken on board.— ^ 
Nor is any empty ship to be allowed to lie at any inside birth 
upon pretence of taking in ballast, provided the birth ifi 
either case is wanted by a vessel having occasion for it. 

XVII. No stones, of any kind, are to be dressed upOn the 
quay, for any purpose whatsoever, excepting for repairing 
or building the quays, nndet the penalty of twenty shillings 
for each transgression. 

XVIII. AH penahtes, enacted by the foregoing bye-iaws 
and regulations, shall be exigible by the birth-inaster, from 
the masters or owners of the several vessels, where the trans- 
gresstons have been committed, as well as from the actnal 
ofienders themselves 5 and such penalties, when so matted 
and levied, shall be paid to the treasurer of the said town, 
and accounted for by him for behoof of the shore and har- 
bour. 

Lastly. The trustees appoint the birth-master always to 
have witb him a copy of these bye-laws and. regulations, to^ 
be produced, if necessary, for the better infomiati<Hi of aJl 
concerned ; and they require and enjoin him to carry the 
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whole of them into strict execution, with perseverance and 
rigour. (Signed),

The foregoing bye-laws and regulations having been, in tenns 
' of the Act of Parliament therein-mentioned, submitted to 
the consideration of Alexander Dauney, Esq.
